An unknown manual of poisons, poisonous animals, and parasites, together with 
antidotes ; the work of Juan Gil of Zamora, a notable Franciscan friar, who was writing 
at the end of the thirteenth century. 


Poisons were much studied by the aristocracy in the Middle Ages; for in the 
schemes of the ambitious and the resentful poisons, more often than not, played a 
vital part. Popes, Kings, princes, and in fact all persons of consequence can seldom have 
had their minds completely free from the looming thought, fearful or hopeful, of the 
poisoned draught, food, or dagger. Many deaths, if no other cause could be ascribed to 
them, were put down to the effects of poison. I¢ is therefore significant to find a manual 
of poisons written for Louis (II) of Anjou, a king embroiled in intrigues from the tender 
age of eight. The stormy record of his short life is as follows :— 


Louis (11) of Anjou, born in 1377, succeeded to the titles of King of Naples, of 
Sicily and Jerusalem, while yet a young boy, through the early death of his father. In 
1389, his mother, Marie de Blois, led Louis into Naples and had the Avignon Pope, 
Clement VII, crown him King of Naples. After. remaining eight years in precarious 
possession of his kingdom of Naples, Louis was expelled by the famous Ladislaus, King 
of Hungary, son of Charles II] who conquered Naples and caused Joanna of Naples to be 
strangled in 1382. Louis, now without a kingdom, retired to the court of Charles VI of 
France, where he had a warm welcome. On behalf of Charles, Louis successfully conducted 
an expedition against the Comte d’ Alencon; but later he suffered the humiliation of 
having Anjou ravaged by the English. In 1400 Louis allied’ himself with the 
house of Aragon by marrying Yolanda, daughter of John II of Aragon,— 
the shield of Yolanda together with Louis’ shield appears on the first page of this MS. 
Louis made three truitless attempts between 1409-10 to regain Naples for himself, and 
in his final attempt (1411) he severely defeated Ladislaus at the battle of Roccasecca ; 
but the victory proved barren, owing to the failing support of the antipope John XXIII, 
and he returned to France. Louis now entered into the designs of the House of 
Orleans, and in consequence sent away Catalana, daughter of the Duke of Burgundy, 
after she had been three years betrothed to his eldest son, Louis. This unpardonable 
affront originated the feud between the houses of Anjou and Burgundy. In 1413 Louis 
nearly lost his life, for the resentment felt against him by the citizens of Paris for giving 
his consent to the institution of a new poll-tax, was secretly fanned by the Duke of 
Burgundy into a conspiracy to destroy him, with all his family. But the indiscretion of a 
woman disclosed the project, and the chief conspirators perished by torture. In 1417 the 
iinglish again threatened Anjou; Louis hastened to meet them, but fell fatally ill at 
Anjers, and there he died at the early age of forty. 


This work on poisons has never been printed, and nowhere can we find even a 


reference to it. This Louis of Anjou Manuscript appears to be the only copy of it in 
existence.

‘* A fruitful field offered itself to the Fathers in the teleological view of the human 
body. Lactantius (died c. 325) in his work, De opificio dei has treated the subject in 
comprehensive fashion in its anatomical, physiological and psychological bearings. In 
his description of the internal organs of reproduction and in particular of their bilateral 
position, Lactantius instances the findings in animal cadavers. The two theories upon 
the origin of semen: ex medullis, ex omni corpore, are held to be uncertain. Male 
embryos spring from the right side, female from the left. Development begins, not with 
the heart, but with the head, as may be seen from observation of embryos of birds. 
Determination of sex depends upon the predominance of male or female seed, but it is 
not always a matter of: indifference whether conception occurs in the right (male) or left 
(female) half of the uterus; thereby is explained the origin of male individuals with 
feminine characteristics and vice-versa. In his psychology Lactantius takes notice of the 
different theories, and whilst leaning to the assumption that the site of reason is in the 
head, maintains a sceptical attitude on the subject.”’

Strabo, the Greek historian and geographer, was born at Amasia, in Cappadocia, 
about B.c. 50, and travelled through Greece, Italy, "and Asia, endeavouring to obtain the 
most accurate information with regard to geography, statistics and political conditions of 
the countries which he visited. His great work in seventeen books contains not only a 
description of different countries, but the chief particulars of their history, notices of 
eminent men, and accounts of the manners and customs of the people. The first French 
translator said that it contained nearly the whole history of knowledge from the time 
of Homer to that of Augustus. 


Ihe first book printed by Johannes Rubeus (Giovanni Rossi) of Vercelli. He 
continued printing at Treviso till 1485, producing, however, no more (as far as is known) 
than eight books.

The work treats of the 
mode of living most beneficial to the human body, and discourses at length on the qualities 
of all varieties of meat, fish, fruits, vegetables, etc., and how they nourish the body, and 
the manner in which they ought to be prepared, giving the correct sauces to be served 
with dishes of meat and fish.

_ This is the earliest production of Peter,of Hungary at Lyons, unless the Guarinus, 
Ars diphthongandi, dated simply 1482, precedes it. 


‘‘ Bartholomew not infrequently alludes to contemporary matters or describes daily 
life without mentioning any authorities, and his amusing accounts of such animals as 
cats and dogs, or boys and girls, or his instructions how to set a table and give a dinner, 
are almost entirely his own and show considerable power of observation and dry humor. 
His chapters on geography, too, deal in large measure and with unusual fulness with the 
feudal states and peoples of his own day: Scotland, Ireland, Flanders, Brabant, Anjou, 
Poitou, and so on through a long list alphabetically arranged. He is manifestly actuated 
by a scientific interest in present facts and phenomena. 


In the second book on the properties of angels is also discussed the nature of 
demons. They are naturally perspicacious in matters of science and powerful by their 
‘“sense of nature ’’—experience of time, and knowledge of Scripture. They can predict 
many future events, partly because their knowledge of nature gained through their 
subtler senses is superior to man’s, partly because of their longer lives which permit them 
to learn more, partly by angelic revelation. Their bodies were celestial before they trans- 
gressed but now are aerial. 


Bartholomew’s third book may be described as psychological and discusses the 
human mind or soul (anima) of which definitions by various Greek philosophers are 
repeated, and the senses. The fourth and fifth books are physiological. 


_ “* These three books seem to be based mainly upon the writings of Constantinus 
Africanus; less frequently Aristotle and other authorities are cited. One treatise is 
ascribed to Avicenna and Constautinus which is not in Peter the Deacon’s list of the 
latter’s works, namely, a treatise on poisonous animals and poisons and presumably a 
translation of Avicenna by Constantinus. In this connection we are told that while some 
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BARTHOLOMAEUS ANGLICUS—continued. 


animals have poisonous tongues like snakes, others have medicinal and healing tongues 
hke the dog, as Cassiodorus says, and either from the goodness of nature or from some 
occult property. In discussing the disease of melancholia Bartholomew tells of a noble 
whom he knew, who imagined that he was a cat and insisted upon sleeping under the bed, 
in order to watch the mouse holes. In a later passage in his seventh book, Bartholomew 
repeats Constantinus’ distinction between mania as an infection of the anterior cell of the 
brain, with injury to the imagination and melancholia as an infection of the central cell, 
with loss of one’s reason. 


‘In discussing vision Bartholomew gives the views of ‘ an author of the science 
of perspective ’ precedence over those of Constantinus. This author believes that in 
vision three coterminous pyramids or cones are formed with the apex of each in the pupil 
of the eye and the base formed by the object seen. One pyramid is made up of species 
from the object coming along straight lines to the centre of the eye. The second pyramid 
is made by the vision going out from the eye to the object seen. The third pyramid con- 
sists of light and is a distinct substance by which other ous are illuminated. 


‘‘ Bartholomew’s sixth book is entitled, ‘ Of ages,’ but really deals more with 
matters of daily family and domestic life, discussing in addition to age, death, infancy 
childhood, manhood, such family relationships as father, mother, and daughter, ‘and such 
domestic concerns as servants, food and drink, dinners "and banquets, sleep and waking, 
dreams and exercise. 


‘€ In a chapter on dreams Bartholomew declares that they are sometimes true and 
sometimes false. One should neither put indiscriminate faith in them nor spurn them 
entirely, since sometimes certain conjectures concerning the future may be had through 
dreams. Moreover, the meaning of some dreams is evident at once; others require inter- 
pretation. Dreams arise from varied sources, being produced by divine inspiration, by 
angelic administration, by diabolic illusion, or by natural and bodily causes. 


‘* Bartholomew’s seventh book is medical, treating of infirmities in seventy chap- 
ters. His desire to be brief is probably what restrains him from including any long 
medical concoctions. He continues to make much use of Constantinus Africanus, who is 
cited in almost every chapter, and whose ‘ many other experiments ’ Bartholomew often has 
not time to include. One of the cures cited from Constantinus is to scarify the shin bones 
in order to cure a headache, the theory being that this will remove the injurious humor 
from the head to the lower extremities. A part of the treatment prescribed for cases of 
frenzy is to shave the scalp and wash it with tepid vinegar or cover it with plasters made 
of the lung of a pig or cow. Keeping the patient firmly bound in a dark place, bleeding 
him, and abstaining from answering his foolish questions are other features of the regimen 
‘suggested. 'o rouse a patient from a state of stupor and legarthy it is recommended to 
pull hard at his hair or beard, dash cold water frequently in his face, or make a stench 
under him. An ‘experiment ” against epilepsy from Platearius consists in searifying 
three drops of blood from the patient’s scalp and at the end of the fit giving them to him 
to eat with a crow’s egg. Indeed crow’s eggs alone are regarded as quite beneficial.’’

Peter of Abano, or Peter of Padua, as he was often called, from the larger city 
near his birthplace where he did much of his teaching, was one of the most influential 
men of learning during the last years of the thirteenth and the opening years of the 
fourteenth century. 

‘“ At some time of unknown date Peter was in Sardinia, where he says he saw a 
case of poisoning from ‘ Pharaoh’s fig,’ and at Constantinople, where he discovered a 
volume of the Problems of Aristotle, which he translated into Latin for the first time. 

“ Along with his reputation among the learned as a medical authority, Peter 
acquired a popular reputation as a magician and nigromancer. This reputation had 
become established by the middle of the fifteenth century, when Michael Savonarola tells 
us, that Peter’s great knowledge of astronomy enabled him to make such predictions that 
men thought he employed magic, and that the present tradition among his fellow towns- 
men is, that Abano was most skilled in the magic art. Of Peter’s astrological skill 
Savonarola tells the story that, noting the approach of an unusually favorable constella- 
tion, he advised the immediate building of a new Padua in order to make her the queen of 
all cities. Similarly Scardeone ascribed to Peter the idea of the numerous astrological 
pictures illustrating the influence of the planets and signs upon terrestrial life, with which 
the ceiling of the Palazzo della Ragione at Padua is adorned. A different story, and on 
the whole perhaps the most incredible one is told by Benvenuto of Imola, perhaps seventy 
years after Peter’s death. About to die, Peter said that his life had been especially 
devoted to three noble sciences, of which one, philosophy, made him subtle; the second, 
medicine, made him rich; the third, astrology, made him a liar. : 

‘‘ Indeed, if the perfect astrologer should know nature and man thoroughly, it is 
also true in Peter’s opinion that astrology helps one to solve the problems of natural 
science, 

‘* Peter was convinced that a knowledge of astronomy and astrology was not only 
valuable but necessary in the practice of medicine. ‘Those who pursue medicine as they 
should and who industriously study the writings of their predecessors, these grant that 
this science of astronomy is not only useful but absolutely essential to medicine.’’ Peter 
cites Hippocrates and Haly in his support and advises the medical practitioner to look up 
the nativity of the patient, or, if thig impracticable, to address an interrogation on the 
case to an astrologer. By astronomy one can also foretell changes in the weather and 
regulate the treatment of the case accordingly. Diet and drink, purgatives and drugs, 
Should all be administered with due regard to the constellations. 

‘‘ Peter brings in astrology even in his commentary on the Problems of Aristotle. 
When Aristotle mentions an astronomer or astrologer in a derogatory manner in the same 
breath with a juggler or mime or pipe-player or rhetorican, Peter is at pains to explain that, 
TE ender time, the science of judicial astrology had not yet attained its present 

rfection.”’

This once popular little medical book begins by giving a list of consoling words, 
suitable for speaking to the sick, and proceeds with a brief account of the methods of 
waiting on and nursing invalids. It also gives the correct procedure to be followed when 
making a will, an example of which is appended, and concludes with a section devoted to 
medicine, which includes exhortations, confessions and prayers. 


The woodcut ex-libris, occupying the recto of the last leaf, otherwise blank, is a 
great typographical curiosity. It consists of a blank shield and two scrolls. On one of 
these are engraved the words ‘‘ Das puch und der schilt ist,’? the corresponding one being 
intended for the owner’s name, and the shield for his coat of arms. Wagner is not known 
to have used this woodcut again, and we are aware of only one other instance during the

Jt is pointed out in the Fairfax Murray Catalogue of Early German Books (Vol. II, 
p. 578) that the first leaf of this book was entirely blank when first issued, and it was only 
after some copies were distributed that the printer thought it necessary to add a title- 
page explaining the scope of the book. In this title, a facsimile of which is inserted at 
the end of this volume, the purpose of the book is thus explained : — 


‘“The author’s design is to prove the possibility and show the reasonableness of 
the doctrine of the Incarnation and perpetual virginity of the Mother of our Lord. This 
he endeavours to compass by the production of the records of a large number of occurrences 
of a nature, in his view, just as mysterious and apparently impossible.’’ 


The authors on whom he draws as authorities for the miracles described are 
dsidorus, Albertus Magnus, Pliny, Solinus, Ovid, Valerius Maximus, St. Augustine and 
St. Ambrose.

There was, in fact, a long-continued series of books 
called ‘ hermetic,’ extending in their production over several centuries. The extant her- 
metic books have philosophical and spiritual relations of a very interesting kind. They 
belong, as is now generally agreed, to the Neoplatonic school. One of the two principal 
of these works is the Pimander (the ‘ Shepherd of men’).

( A fruitful field offered itself to the Fathers in the teleological view of the human 
body. lLactantius (died c. 325) in his work, ‘ De opificio dei’ has treated the subject in 
comprehensive fashicn in its anatomical, physiological and psychological bearings. In 
his description of the internal organs of reproduction and in particular of their bilateral 
position, Lactantius instances the findings in animal cadavers. The two theories upon 
the origin of semen: ex medullis, ex omni corpore, are held to be uncertain. Male 
embryos spring from the right side, female from the left. Development begins, not with 
the heart, but with the head, as may be seen from observation of embryos of birds. 
Determination of sex depends upon the predominance of male or female seed, but it is 
not always a matter of indifference whether conception occurs in the right (male) or left 
(female) half of the uterus; thereby is explained the origin of male individuals with 
feminine characteristics and vice-versa. In his psychology Lactantius takes notice of 
the different theories, and whilst leaning to the assumption that the site of reason is in 
the head, maintains a sceptical attitude on the subject. ?

Complete copies of this voluminous medical work are extremely rare; some lack 
the table and others all that comes after the Lilio de Medicina. The British Museum copy 
and that in the Bibliotheque Nationale de France are among the imperfect ones. Haebler 
was only able to record three copies in the Iberian Peninsular and three outside. 

Bernard de Gordon, inferentially a Scotchman, did not practice in England, but 
was a teacher at Montpellier from 1285 to 1307. His Lilium Medicine, which exists in 
several rare manuscripts and was first published at Venice in 1496, is a characteristic 
Arabist text-book of the practice, of medicine, nowise classic, and typical of the Middle 
Ages in scholastic subtlety and rigid adherence to dogma. The subject matter is well 
arranged ; acute fever (bubonic plague), phthisis, epilepsy, scabies, ignis sacer, anthrax, 
trachoma, and leprosy are described as contagious, and the book is notable as containing 
= a description of a modern truss and the first mention of spectacles as ‘‘ oculus 
perellinus.’’ “ .

Gruenpeck’s work is the first dated Book on Syphilis, which may (according to 
Sudhoft) has been preceded only by Schelling’s undated work Consilium in pustulas. 
According to Sudhoff, the book we are offering for sale appeared in print a few weeks after 
the Kirst Edition (in German), which appeared in the autumn of 1496 in Augsburg. 

This Latin Kdition is of greater importance than the German Edition (which 
appeared a few weeks earlier), because it is the first to contain an introduction to the 
Medical treatment or Cure of Syphilis (which is not to be found in the German Edition). 

It is interesting to note that the author already recommended the use of mercurial 
ointment. ‘This Leipzig edition further contains an additional 10-line poem entitled 
Querimonia mentagrici. 

‘he whole book is really a treatise on Sebastian Brant’s poem (which appeared 
in Uctober 1496, as a broadside, and of which only two copies are known), dedicated to 
Johannes Reuchlin, Hulogium de pestilentiali scorra sive mala de Franzos. This long poem 
is given here in full by the author, and Gruenpeck adds his own ideas on the subject. 

Following Brant, Gruenpeck explains the sudden epidemic appearance of syphilis 
as the consequence of the conjunction of Saturn, Jupiter and Mars in the sign of the 
Scorpion. Gruenpeck then gives general directions for the avoidance and cure of the 
disease, and in this Latin edition only, ‘‘ specific remedies,’’? such as the mercurial 
ointment.

This tract treats, in 23 pages, of the causes and symptoms of the pest, with detailed 
instructions for its avoidance and treatment. The first chapter gives the date of its 
writing as 1401. Velescus (Valascus, Balescus, Balescou) de Taranta, a Portuguese by 
birth, received his education in Montpellier, and was, towards the end of the fourteenti: 
and the beginning of the fifteenth centuries, one of the foremost teachers; he enjoyed the 
reputation of an, admirable practitioner and was physician to Charles VI of France. He 
published in 1401 a Tractatus de epidemia et peste and the Philonium s. Practica medica, 
a work dealing clearly, and for didactic purposes exhaustively, with the entire range of 
medicine (inclusive of surgery). It gives prominence to facts, and in spite of its being 
inainly a compilation, evidences a sense of clinical observation and many therapeutic 
novelties. Valescus, as he himself says in the preface, divided the work into seven, parts 
on account of the sanctity of the number seven. There is evidence of a certain endeavour 
towards unbiassed observation. According to the traditional arrangement, a capite ad 
caleem, the diseases are considered of head, face, respiratory system, intestinal tract, 
liver, spleen, kidneys and bladder, sexual organs, fevers, epidemic diseases, and finally, 
in a separate Tractatus chirurgiae, the teaching on abscesses, ulcers, tumours, wounds and 
skin Segoe 3 are dealt with. The literature, including that of the day, is made good 
use of.

The tables found in this perpetual Almanach were of the greatest service to the 
early navigators. The Encyclopaedia Britannica, speaking of the ephemerides and 
calendars of Johann Miller, says: ‘‘ The German geographer Martin Behem made these 
calendars known among the Spanish and Portuguese navigators, and they became of the 
areatest importance in guiding Columbus, Diaz, Vasco da Gama, and many others over 
the trackless ocean.’’

This poem, written about 45 B.C. by Marcus Manilius, probably a Chaldean by 
birth, was dedicated to the Emperor Augustus who believed in astrology and gave it his 
patronage. 


The first four books of the ‘‘ Astronomica’’ give an outline of Astrology, the 
Zodiac and the Constellations ; the fifth is devoted to the spaera barbarica.

This copy of the Dioscorides is of unique interest having manuscript annotations 
by Scipion Carteromacho, Aldus’ great friend and fellow-worker in preparing for the press 
the great Aldine series of Greek classics. The celebrated student of the Aldine Press, 
A. G. RKenouard, who came into possession of this copy, testifies to the authorship of the 
Annotations in a MS. note at the beginning of the volume: ‘‘ Les notes écrites dans ce 
volume sont certainement de la main de Scip. Carteromacho, [Signed] R.’’ Renouard, 
= his Annales de l’Imprimerie des Alde, proudly records his possession of this ‘‘ associa- 
lon ’’ copy.

Pedacius Dioscorides, the originator of the materia medica, was a Greek army 
surgeon in the service of Nero (54-68 A.D.) and utilized his opportunities of travel in the 
study of plants. His work is the authoritative source on the materia medica of Antiquity, 
of which he describes about 600 plants and plant-principles, over a hundred more than 
Theophrastus. Ag ‘Theophrastus was the first scientific botanist, so Dioscorides was the 
first to write on medical botany as an applied science. His first book deals with aromatic, 
oily, gummy, or resinous plant products; the second with animal products of dietetic and 
medicinal value and with cereals and garden herbs; the third and fourth, with the other 
mediciral plants. His classification was qualitative, as in a materia medica, rather than 
botanical, but, like Theophrastus, he recognized natural families of plants before Linnaeus, 
Adanson, and Jussieu. His descriptions were followed, ‘‘ word by word,’’ for sixteen 
centuries, and his book, says Greene, has been more attentively studied by learned men 
than any other botanical work. Up to the beginning of the seventeenth century the best 
books on medical botany were still simple commentaries on the treatise of Dioscorides, 
which is the historic source of most of our herbal therapy, even of the famous medieval 
substitutes for anzsthesia. Mandragora wine is prescribed internally by Dioscorides as a 
draught for insomnia or pain, and in three places he recommends it explicitly in surgical 
operations or cauterization, whether per os, as a clyster, or as an inhalation.”

PHILOSTRATUS composed the Life of Apollonius about 217 A.D. at the request of 
the wife of the Emperor Septimius Severus, to whose literary circle he belonged. Apollon- 
ius had to defend himself in court against the accusation of magic, and Philostratus 
gives us what purports to be his apology on that occasion. The life seems to elaborate 
earlier writings and has much to say of transformations, wizards, demons, and the occult.. 


Apollonius was a great traveller, and there are many interesting and informative 
passages concerning ships, sailing, pilots, merchants, and sea-trade. 


There is a great deal in the life about wizards, old hags, and quack doctors, the 
marvels and magical methods of the Brahmans, their medicine and astrology, anecdotes. 
of animals in India, including dragons. He also refers to the occult virtues of gems, 
dreams and their interpretation, and divination by fire and omens. 


Apollonius had strange adventures with demons, though he did not consider 
them all as evil. He also had an interview with the ghost of Achilles, and was in the habit 
of healing the sick and raising the dead. He seems to have practised cures by suggestion, 
and sometimes used homeopathic treatment. (Adapted from Thorndike’s History of 
Magic and Experimental Science).

‘The first modern encyclopedia of any note, based upon the late Latin models, 
was the Margarita Phylosophica. The author was Gregorius Reisch (born at Balingen, 
Wurttemberg; died at Freiburg, 1523), who studied at Freiburg in 1487 and took his 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees there. He became a Carthusian and was made prior at 
Hreiburg and confessor to Maximilian J. (He was also the teacher of Eck and Waldseemiiller 
and assistant to Krasmus). The work consists of twelve books, and contains a compendium 
of the trivium, the quadrivium, and the natural and moral sciences. Its popularity is 
Shown by the fact that there were sixteen editions in the course of a century.’’ (Smith).

‘There are also other woodcuts pertaining to medicine: a nice representation of 
a lying-in room (woman in child-bed, with nursling and midwife), a mineral spring bath 
used by both sexes, etc. Besides, numerous woodcuts relating to natural history: 
monsters, beasts, fishes, metals, minerals, comets, earthquakes, spheres, scenes from the 
lite of different professions (e.g. an alchemist), of mining, etc. 

Of greatest interest is the large folding map of the world, which is missing or in 
facsimile in nearly all copies (of all editions) eitriate had never seen the map, it is also 
wanting in the Murray copy). It is printed from the same block as the one in Schott’s 
first edition, but whilst there it is executed only in outlines, it is here carefully finished 
with hatchings. ‘his map is, according to Leclerc, ‘‘de la plus haute importance pour 
Vhistoire de la cartographie du XVIe siécle.’’ It is one of the old Ptolemean kind, but it 
has degrees of both latitude and longitude marked. A long inscription beneath the 
continent of Asia consists of the following words: ‘‘ Hic non terra sed mare est in quo 
mirae magnitudinis insulae, sed Ptolemeo fuerunt incognitae.’’ This may indicate a 
knowledge of the American discoveries, although they are not more explicitly defined. 
Besides, there is the indication ‘‘ Insulae Fortunatae ’’ (Azores). 


The work is also of special interest on account of the chapter dealing with music. 
“Le cinqueme livre est un des plus curieux traités sur la musique.’’ (Leclerc). This 
chapter is preceded by a full-page woodcut representing a concert (instrumentalists with 
organ, Pythagoras with hammers in scales, ete.). In addition there are eight pages of 
music (cut on wood) in gothic types on a 4-line staff, and two folding-tables (which are 
missing in most copies), the one representing the musical scale, the other entitled 
‘* Descriptio inventionis semitonis minoris.”

This rare little volume (of which a copy has only recently been acquired by the 
British Museum) treats of physiclogy and kingship; the chapters on the ethics of kingly 
rule appearing between those on health and anatomy. There is an interesting chapter at 
the end, summarising Aristotle’s dicta on physiognomy, and the character expressed by 
the voice, hands and feet. Appended is a table, giving the contents of the eighty-two 
chapters of the full original work; this interesting little publication being, apparently, an 
abridged Latin version of the original, by the translator, ‘‘ Johannis patricit.”’ 


Most widely influential upon the medieval mind of all the spurious works attri- 
buted to Aristotle was The Secret of Secrets. Gaster calls it ‘‘ The most popular book of 
the middle ages.’’ This is not surprising, since it purports to sum up in concise form, 
what the greatest of ancient philosophers deemed it essential for the greatest of ancient 
rulers to know, and since, under the alluring pretence of revealing great secrets in parable 
and riddle, it really masses together a number of the best-tested and most often repeated 
maxims of personal hygiene and practical philosophy, and some of the superstitions to 
which men have shown themselves most inclined. 


From the medical passages of the book one would infer that the art of healing at 
first developed more slowly than the art of ruling in the world’s history. The medical 
theory of The Secret of Secrets is not of an advanced or complex sort, but is a combination 
of curious notions, such as, that vomiting once a month or oftener is beneficial, and sensible 
ideas, such as, that life consists of natural heat, and that it is very important to keep the 
abdomen warm and the bowels moving regularly. Turkish baths are described for perhaps 
the first time in Kurope, and Alexander is advised to keep his teeth and mouth clean. 
The well-known apothegm of Hippocrates is quoted, ‘‘I would rather eat to live than live 
to eat,’’ and Alexander is advised to cease eating while he still has an appetite. Much, 
of the advice offered to Alexander by Aristotle in The Secret of Secrets is astrological. 


Later in the work, Alexander is once more urged never to take medicine, or open 
a vein except with the approval of his astronomers, and directions are given as to the con- 
stellations under which bleeding should be performed and also concerning the taking of 
laxatives, with reference to the position of the moon in the Signs of the Zodiac. Later the 
work discusses the relations of the four elements and of various herbs to the seven planets, 
and in the next to last chapter Alexander is advised to conduct his wars under the 
guidance of astrology.”’”—(Thorndike, History of Magic and Experimental Science, Vol. I).

An extremely rare medical treatise, of which there is no mention in Chronologia 
Medica, Choulant, Pilcher or Crummer. 


The author was a Valencian physician (born circa 1450), who achieved fame in his 
own day, and published various medical works, including an early treatise on venereal, 
disease. He subsequently took Holy Orders; and, as Bishop of San Justo in Sardinia, 
became medical adviser to Pope Alexander VI and his famous son, Caesar Borgia.

“The Regimen (Sanitatis) Salernitanum or Flosmedicinae (1260-1300), a poem in 
double rhymed hexameters, was first printed in Latin in 1484.

This work was composed in 1396, and is divided into five parts under the headings 
Bones, Nerves, Muscles, Veins, Arteries. It is based on a much older tradition, probably 
of Byzantine origin, which is represented in Europe by the well-known so-called ‘‘ Fiinf 
Bilder Serie,’’ of which several sets have been produced. There are MSS. similar to ours. 
‘'wo are at the British Museum, one at the Bodleian, one at the India Office in London, 
and one at the Bibliothéque Nationale in Paris. Professor K. Sudhoff has reproduced 
figures of some of these in his Anatomie im Mittelalter and in the Archiv ftir Geschichte 
der Medizin, Vol. III. 


Our MS. is complete. It was written in the first half of the sixteenth century,

that is within 150 years of the date of its composition. The writing is very good and 
clear and is the work of an accomplished scribe. On each page the writing is enclosed 
in a gold border. These have in most cases worn through, the writing being then care- 
fully mounted.

Folio 1 verso 1s most beautifully and delicately illuminated in a pattern with 
flowers and leaves. 


Folio 9 recto contains two anatomical diagrams not present in the other MSS of — 
this work that have so far been described. One of these diagrams represents the brain, 
the other the tongue. 

Folio 15 recto bas a figure of the skeleton in full extension. This drawing is 
picked out in gold and, red. 

Folio 23 recto has a figure of the nervous system containing many interesting 
points and is delicately drawn. The nerves themselves are drawn in red, green, blue, black, 
yellow and green. ‘The fingers and toes are tinted and the parts of the brain and faces 
are picked out in various colours, including gold. 

Folio 25 verso has a large and peculiar figure of the muscular system. Black, gold 
and red are used. 

Folio 29 verso has a figure of the venous system. Black, gold, red, green and 
purple are used. ‘I'he three chambered heart and its auricles are well seen. 

_ Folio 32 recto has a finely drawn and very clear figure of the arterial system which 
contains many details not visible in the figures of Sudhoff, and some differences from his 
figure. Red, pink, gold, purple, green and black are used. 

_ Folio 44 recto has a figure of a pregnant woman. The child is delicately drawn 
and in somewhat different position to that reproduced by Sudhoff. The figure shows 
differences in detail from that which he has reproduced. 

This MS. is both better drawn and in better condition than those at the British

He studied at San 
Iidefonso de Alcala and Salamanca, whence he proceeded; to Paris, where he obtained his 
degree and became a university, professor. For a time he was tutor to Philip IJ, and was 
appointed by Cardinal Cisneros to the chair of Theology at the newly-established university 
of Alcala de Henares. His vast erudition comprised the humanities, theology, philosophy, 
music, history and mathematics; and he published various ascetic works in addition to his 
numerous works on mathematics and philosophy, the latter inclining somewhat towards 
the metaphysical theories of Lullus.

The ‘‘ Natural. History ’’? of Pliny the Elder (23-79 A.D.), of which Books XX- 
XXXII deal exclusively with medicine, is a vast compilation of all that was known in the 
time of geography, meteorology, anthropology, botany, zoology, and mineralogy and is 
interesting for its many curious facts about plants and drugs, its sidelights on Roman 
medicine, and its author’s many slaps at physicians. After the invention of printing it 
' passed through more than eighty editions. 

It contains the original references to many unique things, such as scurvy 
(stomacace), Druidical medicine, superfoetation and atavism (ipse avum regeneravit 
Authiopum), the case of Marcus Curius Dentatus, who was born with teeth, the artificial 
iron hand of Marcus Sergius, the great-grandfather of Catiline, Mithridates’ experiments 
with poisons, or Nero’s use of the monocle or lorgnette (Nero princeps gladiatorum pugnas 
spectabat in smaragdo), which, some writers think, may have been an actual eyeglass.

request of his colleagues in the school of Salerno, an ‘‘ Antidotarium ’’—that is, a collec- 
tion of formulae for combining together, in a single pharmaceutical preparation, various 
drugs, both those commonly employed in that part of Europe and others which were then 
known only to-the Arabian Physicians. This book of formulae, containing as it did 
descriptions of the etfects which might be expected from the different preparations, and 
furnishing instructions with regard to the proper mode of employing them, served its 
purpose admirably, not only in Salerno, but throughout Europe, at least during the 
Middle Ages. All the pharmacopoeias of a later date were based upon his ‘‘ Antidotarium,”’ 
and indirectly upon the still earlier celebrated treatises written by Matthew Platearius, 
and bearing the titles ‘‘Glossae’’ and ‘‘ Circa instans’’ (also that of ‘‘ De simplici 
medicina’’). ‘the most remarkable item, however, which is to be found in the Anti- 
dotarium is that in which mention is made of the use of soporific sponges (‘‘ spongia 
soporifera’’) for anaesthetizing purposes by means of inhalations, in certain surgical 
procedures. (Neuburger.) They were made by impregnating the sponges thoroughly with 
the juices of narcotic plants (opium, hyoscyamus, mandragora, lactuca, cicuta, etc.), 
drying them, and putting them aside until they were actually needed. Then the sponge 
was saturated for about an hour with hot water or steamed, after which it was applied 
ie the patient’s nostrils and held) there until the inhalation of the fumes had induced 
sleep.’’

Johann, called ‘Trittenhemius, or Trithemius, was born in 1462, at Trittenheim, 
near ‘I'rier, or ‘l'réves, where his father, Joh. Heidenberg, was a vine-dresser. He lost his 
father when he was only a year old, and was harshly used by his step-father, whom his 
mother, after a lapse of seven years, had married. He was forced to learn reading and 
the rudiments of Latin from a neighbour secretly at night. From a desire for knowledge 
he went to 'I'rier, and afterwards to Heidelberg. In 1482, on his way home, he was 
stopped by a snow-storm and forced to stay at the abbey of Spanheim, and, while there, 
suddenly made up his mind to join the Benedictines. He devoted himself to study, and 
in 1483 was chosen abbot. During the three and twenty years that he held the position 
he brought everything into order and enlarged the library extensively. During his 
temporary absence from Heidelberg, certain disaffected monks, who resented his strict 
rules, stirred up others and raised a riot in the abbey. After that he did not return, but 
accepted the abbacy of St. James’s at Wiirzberg in 1506. He died there in 1519.

An enumeration of herbs and their healing powers in Latin hexameters.. Seventy- 
seven plants are discussed in the poem, and 66 of them are illustrated. Whether its autho- 
ship can be traced to Aemilius Macer, whose herb-lore is mentioned by Ovid (Tristia, IV, 
10), or whether it is the product of Salernitan enterprise, its immense popularity from at 
least the tenth century to practically our own times is attested by numerous reproductions 
in manuscript and print. 


Probably the best known single and distinct treatment of the virtues of herbs 

proces during the middle ages, was the poem De viribus herbarum which circulated under 
he name of Macer Iloridus. It was often cited by the medieval encyclopedists and other 
writers on nature and medicine in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries. It is found in 
an Anglo-Saxon version, and was even translated into Danish in the early thirteenth 
century. Kven as recently as the first half of the nineteenth century a historian of 
medicine and natural science, in the preface of his edition of Macer, stated as one argu- 
ment for the modern study of medieval medicine, that much might be learned from writings 
of that period concerning the virtues of herbs. 


‘The poem was certainly not written by the classical poet, Aemilius Macer, who 
was a friend of Vergil and Ovid, and whose descriptions of plants, birds, and reptiles are 
cited by Pliny in his Natural History and also preserved in some extracts by the gram- 
marians. Proof of this is that our poem cites Pliny; in fact, it cites him more frequently 
than any other author. It also cites Galen six times, Dioscorides four, and as late an

author as Oribasius twice. The true author of our poem ascribed to Macer is said, on the 
authority of certain manuscripts, to have been an Odo of Meung on the Loire, apparently 
the same town as the birthplace of Jean Clopinel or de Meun, the learned author of the 
latter portion of The Romance of the Rose. In any case, unless the mentions of Strabo 
are later interpolations, the author must be regarded as post-Carolingian, while he cannot 
be later than the eleventh century, in view of a remark of Sigebertus Gemblacensis in 
1112, the Anglo-Saxon version, the many twelfth century manuscripts, and the frequent 
use of his poem in the Regimen Salermtanum. Although Macer seems a pseudonym to 
begin with, the original poem, consisting of 2,269 lines, in which 77 herbs are discussed, 
is sometimes accompanied by additional lines regarded ag spurious. 


Our poet does not appear to have much of his own to offer on the subject of 
the virtues of herbs. When he does not cite his authority by name, he usually qualifies 
the statement made by a vaguer ‘‘ they say ’’ or ‘‘ it is said.’’ He does not connect certain 
herbs with certain stars, or otherwise introduce anything that can be called astrological. 
He repeats Pliny’s statement of the powers ascribed to vervain by the magi, such as to 
gain one’s desires, win the friendship of the powerful, and dispel disease and fever. Pliny 
had spoken of the magi as ‘‘raving about this herb’’; our poet says: 


‘* Although potent Nature can grant such virtues, 
Yet they really seem to us idle old wives’ tales.”’ 


Nevertheless, he himself about fifteen lines before had said of the vervain : 


‘If, holding this herb in the hand, you ask the patient, 
‘Say, brother, how are you?’ and the patient answers, ‘ Well,’ 
He will live; but if he says ‘ Il,’ there is no hope of safety.” 


Uur poet not only thus associates with herbs the virtue of divination, but is guilty 
of sympathetic magic when he believes that the ancients learned by experience that 
Dragontea or snake-weed dispels poisons, wards off snakes, and is good for snake-bite, 
trom observing the similarity between the spotted rind of the herb and the skin of a snake. 
Odo or Macer repeats Galen’s story of curing an epileptic boy by suspending a root of 
peony about his neck, and later asserts the same virtue for the herb pyrethrum. Even 
more magical 1s the ceremony for curing toothache, which he takes from Pliny, and which 
consists in digging up the herb Senecion without use of iron, touching the aching tooth 
with it three times, and then replacing the plant in the place where it came from so that 
it will grow again. Pliny is also cited concerning the swallow’s restoring the sight of its 
young by swallow-wort. Our poet also repeats such beliefs as that the herb Buglossa 
preserves the memory, or that the smoke of Aristochia dispels demons and exhilarates 
infants. If the hives are anointed with the juice of the herb Barrocus, the bees will not 
desert them; while carrying that plant with one is a protection against the stings of bees, 
wasps, and spiders. Among the virtues most frequently attributed to herbs are expelling 
or killing worms, curing pestiferous bites or poisons, and provoking urine or vomiting. 
On the whole, ‘‘ Macer ”? contains only a moderate amount of superstition, although rather 
more proportionally than Walafrid Strabo. 


Although Odo or Macer seems to make no original contribution to botany, cites 
authorities frequently, and speaks often of the ancients or men of old, he also at least 
once cites ‘‘ experts,’’ and we have also seen his belief that the ancients had tested the 
virtues of plants by experience.—(Thorndike’s ‘‘ History of Magic and Experimental 
Science,’ p. 612-15).

Palau’s Manual, Vol. VII, p. 47. Salva (No. 2434) states that a later edition of 
this work was translated into Italian by Domenico Delfino and published by him in Venice 
in 1556 as an original work; with the extraordinary result that, being regarded as a work 
of great merit, it was translated into Spanish again by a Jewish writer, Francisco de 
Caceres, who did not know of the original work in Spanish. 

The real author, the bachiller Alfonso de la Torre, wrote his Vision delectable on 
metaphysics and moral philosophy, circa 1440, and its fluency and brilliance claimed for 
it a pre-eminent place in the scientific prose of the fifteenth century. Alfonso de la Torre 
is said to have been a native of Burgos; was attached to the College of St. Bartholomew 
at Salamanca in 1437; and wrote his book at the request of Juan de Beamonte, Prior of 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem and tutor of Prince Carlos of Viana. It is ‘ an 
encyclopedia of the liberal arts’ in allegorical form, in which Grammar, Logic, Rhetoric, 
Music, Geometry, Arithmetic and Astrology are personified and lead the mind to the 
pinnacle of Truth, before which Wisdom, Nature and Reason reveal their secrets. 

The work was inspired, to a certain extent, by Algazel, Avempace and Maimonides ; 
but the fineness of its conception and treatment render it of intrinsic value to the history 
of Spanish philosophy.

The First Edition of the book which first gave the name Syphilis to that disease. 


Girolamo Fracastoro (1484-1553), a Veronese of thickset, hirsute appearance and. 
jovial mien, who practised in the Lago di Garda region, was at once a physician, poet, 
physicist, geologist, astronomer, and pathologist, and shares with Leonardo da Vinci the 
honor of being the first geologist to see fossil remains in the true light (1530). He was 
also the first scientist to refer to the magnetic poles of the earth (1543). His medical 
fame rests on that most celebrated of medical poems, Syphilis sive Morbus Gallicus (Venice, 
1530), which sums up the contemporary dietetic and therapeutic knowledge of the time, 
recognizes a veneral cause, and gave the disease its present name. Garrison’s ‘‘ History 
of Medicine,’’ p. 227-8. 

‘The poem is also useful and interesting as a compendium of the views held at 
the time on the origin, nature, symptoms and treatment of the condition which it dis- 
cusses. The scientific works of Fracastoro are replete with suggestions that have proved

Salva (No. 3872) declares that this is printed in the same type as Diaz de Luco’s 
Instruccion de prelados, and was probably printed at Alcala in 1530, in which case it is 
the first edition, unknown to Nicolus Antonio and Latassa. Palau (II, 202) cites only the 
third and later editions, mentioning this as the first in the opinion of Salva. Catalina, 
however, does not cite it at all in his Tipografia Complutense. 


This is the most celebrated work by Pedro Ciruelo. It is an extremely interesting 
exposition of the various forms of black magic which were prevalent in Ciruelo’s day, and 
which he condemns as vigorously as the principles of ‘‘ false astrology.’’ As a distinguished 
mathematician, he was careful to differentiate between this and the ‘‘ true astrology,”’ 
which is now termed astronomy. The treatment of the subject reveals extraordinary 
enlightenment in a period which was clouded by profound and almost universal super- 
stition. Ciruelo condemns, amongst other things, necromancy; cheiromancy; omens; 
divination ; the wearing of amulets; the observation of ‘‘ propitious’”’ hours of the day; 
occult means of attracting wealth, love, or success in gambling; exorcisers; and even 
certain religious rites practised by those ‘‘ who make their prayer to God and the Virgin,’’ 
on account of their similarity to superstitions. 


Pedro Ciruelo, one of the illustrious theologians and mathematicians of the six- 
teen century, was born at Daroca, Spain, probably during the latter part of the fifteenth 
century, and died circa 1550, though the exact date seems to be unknown. He studied at 
San Ildefonso de Alcala and Salamanca, whence he proceeded to Paris, where he obtained 
his degree and became a university professor. For a time, he was tutor to Philip II; 
and was appointed by Cardinal Cisneros to the chair of Theology at the newly-established 
university of Alcala de Henares. His vast erudition comprised the humanities, theology, 
philosophy, music, history and mathematics; and he published various ascetic works in 
addition to his numerous works on mathematics and philosophy, the latter inclining 
somewhat towards the metaphysical theories of Lullus.

The Regimen (Sanitatis) Salernitanum or Flosmedicinae (1260-1300), a poem in 
double rhymed hexameters, was first printed in Latin in 1484. 


Its date of origin is unknown, but Sudhoff holds that its probable prototype was a 
pseudo-Aristotelian epistle to Alexander the Great (De regimine sanitatis), Latinized by 
John of Toledo (Joannes Hispanus), a baptized Jew, about 1130. This tract, dedicated 
to a Spanish princess, had a wide circulation and was followed by a similar dietetic epistle 
addressed to Krederick II himself by his court philosopher, Magister Theodorus. In 
Arnold of Villanova’s time, the Salernitan Regimen, which probably did not appear before 
1260, consisted of 362 verses, which the additions and interpolations of De Renzi and 
others have expanded to 3520. Thus the famous Salernitan text owes its origin to 
‘Yoledan sources, was probably not known either to Frederick II or Gilles de Corbeil, 
and consequently was not circulated until long after 1101, the usual date assigned for its 
composition. ‘lhe Regimen consists of a string of very sensible dietetic and hygienic 
precepts, dedicated in the several imprints, to the King of England (Anglorum Regi), in 
most of the manuscripts to the King of France (Francorum Regi). It passed through 
some 240 separate editions including Irish, Bohemian, Provencal and Hebrew.’’

Ibn Botlan (died in 1063) was a Christian physician at Baghdad. ‘‘ Of his works a 
compendious dietetic-therapeutic writing obtained particular importance not so much on 
account of its contents as for its form. It consists of synoptic tables, discussing the useful 
or harmful effects of air, food, movement and repose, sleep and insomnia, humours and 
affects, with indication of remedies against harmful influences. Issued in 1531 (and 1533). 
Lhe edition is remarkable for a series of woodcuts representing natural and artificial 
bodies, diseases and actions, and even seasons and winds.’’ (Cf. Neuburger II, p. 218). 

Albengnefit (or Abenguefit, Ebn Fafed al Lachmi (997-1070), was a_ hospital 
physician at ‘Toledo, and for a while vizier. He was distinguished for a rational method 
of treatment. His principle was so far as possible to use none but dietetic measures; if 
drugs were necessary he preferred simple ones to complex. The best known of his works 
were the ‘‘ De medicamentis simplicibus ’’? (contained in the present edition) and ‘‘ De 
balneis sermo’’ (Neuburger). Cf. also Choulant, p. 370/71. 

Jakub Ben Ishak al Kindi or Alkindus lived in Basra, later in Baghdad, where he 
was held in high esteem by the Califs on account of his learning. He wrote at least 200 
treatises upon philosophy, mathematics, astronomy, astrology, physics, etc. Of his 22 
medical writings the book ‘‘ De medicinarum compositarum  gradibus, investigandis 
libellus ’’ (here contained) was the best known (Neuburger) (Cf. also Choulant, p. 336/37). 

According to Choulant none of the three works was issued in Arabic. 

The fine and ingenuous woodcuts by Weiditz with their vivid representation of 
16th century life, lend a special charm to the volume.

Although no date appears on 
the sheet, we can assign to it with surety the approximate date of 1540; for it is 
known that in 1539 Ruelle started as a bookseller at the address given on this sheet, and 
in 1544 moved his business to another house. 


_ Popular interest in the human anatomy grew very strong towards the middle of 
the Sixteenth Century, and the demand for enlightenment called forth pictorial anato- 
mical broadsides, some presenting a figure of a man with the internal organs, others a 
temale figure, and others again with both male and female figure. The greater curiosity, 
as might be expected, was centred in the female anatomy, and consequently ‘‘ Eve”’ 
sheets were the more often issued, stress being laid on the organs of reproduction. 
Medical students doubtless found the anatomical sheets a great boon because com- 
paratively cheap and convenient for quick reference, and very probably, as Dr. Choulant 
suggests, the sheets were used for display purposes in barbers’ shops, bath-houses, and 
apothecaries’ shops. Very few of these sheets have come down to us, but the number 
of different engravers, printers, and publishers, represented by those that have survived, 
suggests that a great quantity were issued during the latter part of the 16th century;

A single copy of a similar sheet, issued by the same. publisher 
but bearing the date 1540, is recorded by Dr. Leroy Crummer in his Early Anatomical 
fugitive Sheets (1928).

The book is dedicated to King Henry VIII of England, and in the text of his 
dedication Caius refers to his friend EDMUND HARVEL, as follows :— 


‘* Among those of whom I am bound by bonds of friendship especially is 
Edmund Harvel, Your Majesty’s Envoy to the Senate of Venice, a man who is 
well known by his studies in literature, and has earned praise generally by his 
pleasantness of manner.’’ 


Dr. Caius was the foremost physician in England during the time of Henry VIII, 
and was Doctor successively to King Henry VIII, Edward VI, and Queen Mary. He 
re-founded Gonville Hall, Cambridge, which from that time became known as: Gonville 
and Caius College. He had an antipathy to Welshmen, and expressly excluded them 
from holding fellowships at his College. Shakespeare had this in mind when he intro- 
duced him as one of his characters in the Merry Wives of Windsor, where Dr. Caius 
sends a challenge to Evans, a Welshman, as he finds that Evans is in love with Anne 
Page. He awaits Evans’ arrival; Justice Shallow forbids the encounter, and Caius is 
conducted by the Host ‘‘ through Frogmore ’’ to meet Anne—finds Evans waiting in vain 
for him near Frogmore; they agree to be avenged on the Host for his tricks. Mistress 
Page approves his visit to Anne—Caius deprecates Ford’s jealousy—‘‘ it is not jealous 
in France ’’—tells the Host that the Court know nothing of ‘‘ the Duke’’ who has 
cozened him—plans to be wedded to Anne, with her mother’s approval. A boy is palmed 
off upon him in the forest, in Anne’s disguise, etc. 


It is further of great interest to note that the book was presented to the British 
Ambassador in Venice (who is referred to by Froude in his History of England as warning 
Henry VIII of the Pope’s unfriendly feeling towards him), as Shakespeare has so many 
references to Venice in his Works, not only in the MERCHANT OF VENICE, but LOVE’S 
LABOUR LOST, OTHELLO, and RICHARD II. |

Jeronimo de Chaves, mathematician, cosmographer, and poet, was born in Seville 
in 1525, and died in 1574. He was Professor of cosmography, when that chair was 
established at the Casa de la Contratacion; and amongst his publications was a map of 
America. 


He bequeathed his maps, instruments, and original cosmographical works to the 
Carthusian Monastery at Seville, inserting a clause which forbade their removal under 
any circumstances, ‘T'he Library was destroyed, however, and only some of Chaves’ geo- 
graphical works could be rescued. The Espasa Enciclopedia comments upon the interest 
of this particular clause, ‘‘ both as regards the classification of the works that were 
found, and with reference to the earliest cartography of the New World.”

The book is an extremely interesting exposition of the various forms of black 
magic which were prevalent in Ciruelo’s day, and which he condemns as vigorously as the 
principles of ‘‘ false astrology.”’’ 

As a distinguished mathematician, he was careful to differentiate between this 
and the ‘‘ true astrology,’’ which 1s now termed astronomy. The treatment of the subject 
reveals extraordinary enlightenment in a period which was clouded by profound and 
almost universal superstition. 

Ciruelo condemns, amongst other things, necromancy; cheiromancy; omens; 
divination; the wearing of amulets; the observation of ‘‘ propitious ’’ hours of the day; 
occult means of attracting wealth, love, or success in gambling; exorcisers; and even 
certain religious rites practised by those ‘‘ who make their prayer to God and the Virgin,’’ 
on account of their similarity to superstitions.

There is no uncertainty, however, 
as to the country where they were produced, from external and internal evidence it is 
alike plain that this was Egypt. There was, in fact, a long-continued series of books 
called ‘hermetic,’ extending in their production over several centuries. The extant 
hermetic books have philosophical and spiritual relations of a very interesting kind. 
They belong, as is now generally agreed, to the Neoplatonic school. One of the two 
principal of these works is the Pimander (the ‘ Shepherd of men’). We may with much 
probability conclude that this work was written towards the close of the 8rd century.’’

This law for the punishment of thieves, rogues and vagabonds of both sexes, was 
proclaimed by the Emperor Charles V, after repeated petitions had been made at the 
Cortes for some redress against such offenders.

He believed in the doctrine 
of contraria contrarlis curantur, and in defending it displayed both logical skill and great 
professional acquirements. He laid great stress on the necessity of destroying the cause 
of a disease before treating its symptoms. He objected to mineral medicines, so greatly 
in vogue in his time. He supported the doctrine that nature furnishes remedies in the 
same districts where diseases are produced.’’ (Dict. of Univ. Biogr.). 

‘¢ He taught that physicians should study the human body and not accept tradi- 
tion. He also stated that the cause of disease was to be looked for in the body itself and 
not in, the fluids occasioned by the disease. His learning and scholarship were so great 
that the contemporary physicians said of him, that ‘ Faeces Arabum melle latinitatis 
condidit ’.’’ (Power-Thompson). 

‘‘ The physician Fernelius made the first exact measurement of a degree of the 
meridian.’’ (Garrison). 

‘‘ This orthodox medicine culminated in Fernel, professor at Paris during the 
middle of the sixteenth century. He was a man of the highest talent and very eminent 
in other branches of knowledge besides medicine. Fernel compressed into a systematic 
and classical treatise all the knowledge he could gather from Greek, Latin and Arabic 
books. His work represents most perfectly medicine as understood at that time. He 
enforced the doctrine of contraria contrariis curantur, recommended the expectant method 
of Hippocrates, systematized the materia medica and classified diseases. In diagnosis he 
impressed the value of the pulse and urine as the most valuable indicators, the first as 
showing the energy of the vital faculties and the condition of the heart and arteries, the 
second as revealing the qualities of the humours and the state of the liver and veins. 
‘For these,’ he says, ‘hold under their dominions the whole economy.’ His remedies 
consisted of evacuants, purges and alteratives. They were mostly of vegetable origin, 
although towards the close of the period, a school of chemical physicians began to have 
some prominence.’”’? (Dana).

Domingo de Soto was a Spanish Theologian; born at Segovia in 1494, he was 
destined to be a gardener, like his father, but, having found an opportunity for study, 
he became sacristan in a little country church, and here he devoted all his leisure hours to 
hard study.

The first eminent anatomist of the Paris school was Sylvius (1478-1555). = After 
having pursued other studies he took a medical degree at Montpellier at the age of 51. 
Jn 1531 he began to teach at Paris. Obloquy has since fallen on his name in connection 
with his unfortunate relations with Vesalius. (His devction to Galen was such that he 
declared Vesalius to be a madman. Garrison). Yet there can be no doubt, that in ana- 
tomical nomenclature, as in other matters, Vesalius owed him a not inconsiderable debt. 
He was a very able exponent and made real additions to knowledge. Thus he described 
the sphenoid for the first time, and the jawbones and the vertebral column far better than 
any previous writer. (Singer). 

Sylvius was famous for his learning, especially in the works of Galen. He seems 
to have been among the first to practise anatomical injection. His chief work in anatomy 
was in the department cf nomenclature. He gave their names to the jugular, subclavian 
and renal vessels, and is said to have been the first to see the valves in the vena cava 
inferior. The Aqueductus Sylvii is called after him. He introduced the term corpus 
callosum. (De Lint),

The author, Conrad Wolffhart (graecised into Lycosthenes), a philologist, was 
born in Alsace in 1518, and educated at Heidelberg; in 1542 he was invited to Basel to 
give lessons in grammar and logic, and at Basel he remained for the rest of his short life. 
He edited an edition of the ‘‘ Book of Prodigies ’’ by the fourth-century Latin writer 
Julius Obsequens, with a supplement, which was published at Basel in 1552. In 1557 
appeared at Basel, in Latin and German, his own laboriously compiled work on prodigies, 
“ Prodigiorum et ostentorum chronicon.’’ At the commencement he gives a list of over 
270 authorities from whom he bas drawn, for the prodigies described ; the list begins with 
certain books of the Old and New Testaments, works through the ancient Greek and Latin 
writers, and comes down to a vast concourse of writers of his own day, closing with a 
request to his readers, to communicate to him any further instances of which they may 
know (‘‘ si modo certae ac indubitatae fidei sint’’). The work, as might be expected, is 
not a systematic discussion of monsters from an anatomical point of view, but is treated 
from the fantastic and credulous standpoint of the time.

Anselmo (No. 535) cites copies in Portuguese institutional libraries. There is also 
a copy in Rio de Janeiro and another at the British Museum.. The book is never found in 
the market, and seldom found anywhere in a perfect condition; its contemporary popu- — 
larity having caused all available copies to be in great demand. The Sociedade das 
Sciencias Medicas in Lisbon has a copy which contains but half the number of pages. 
Our copy, in addition to being complete, contains the Colloquio do Betre which follows the 
“‘ finis ’? page, and is very rarely included. 

This is one of the bibliographical gems of a Portuguese library, and is the third 
book ever printed in India. The subject-matter is of great importance, the Colloquwios 
containing the first accurate diagnosis and description of cholera morbus epidemica and 
other tropical diseases, as well as important medical and botanical data on oriental plants. 


Sir Clement Markham writes in his Introduction to his English translation of 
the work: ‘‘ The great work of Garcia da Orta on the drugs and simples of India is 
well known, at least by name, to all who are interested in the botany and pharmacy of 
our Indian Hmpire. The work is interesting because it contains the first mention of many 
important plants, of their uses, and the first descriptions of the treatment of diseases— 
cholera, for instance—and of several customs and habits of the natives.’’ 


_. Garcia da Orta, or Horta (circa 1495-1570) was a native of Elvas but graduated in 
medicine at the Spanish Universities of Aleala and Salamanca. He was appointed Doctor 
to the King of Portugal but, in 1534, went out to India where he spent a great many years 
studying medicine and natural history, and died at Goa at an advanced age. 


Sir Clement Markham states: ‘‘ The great physician had a. house and garden with 


inany medicinal herbs at Goa, and in 1554 he was granted a long lease of the island of 
Bombay, which he sublet.

‘* He was in practice for many years, and after his friend Sonsa left India he was 
physician to the Viceroy, Pedro Mascarenhas, 1554-5. Garcia da Orta was always adding 
to the great amount of erudition he brought with him to India. He had a most extensive 
and accurate knowledge of the writings of all who had gone before him, and his sound 
common sense enabled him, with confidence, to separate facts from fables. He knew 
personally all the plants within his reach from which drugs were derived. For the rest 
he was indefatigable in his enquiries from native physicians, and in his examinations of 
Yogis from the Kingdom of Delhi, and of traders and others from all parts—Deccanis, 
Guzeratis, Bengalis, Cingalese, Moors, Persians, Arabs and Malays.’’ 


Garcia.da Orta was an intimate friend of the great poet Luiz Camoens, who made 
an epigrammatic reference to the physician in a sonnet, in which the poet mentions the 
Orta (garden) in which exotic blooms flourished. William Stork, in his Life of Camoens, 
says that the poet passed many agreeable and instructive hours in the house of the learned 
old man, admiring his collections and examining his extensive library, finding in both 
materials for the last two cantos of Os Lusiodas. 


Continuing his comments on this work, Sir Clement Markham writes: ‘‘ Follow- 
ing after the frontispiece, the work of Garcia da Orta contains the approval of the Count 
Viceroy dated November 5, 1562. Then there is a dedication to the author’s old friend 
and master, Martin Affonso da Sousa, and a sonnet to the same. The prologue or preface 
is by Dimas Bosque, and finally comes the celebrated ode by Camoens. 


‘¢ The work itself contains chapters on fifty-seven drugs and simples. These chap- 
ters are written in colloquies between Garcia da Orta and a Spanish doctor named Dr. 
Ruano, who is supposed to be an old college friend of Orta, but is clearly an imaginary 
person. In the Fifty-sixth Colloguy Dimas Bosque certainly a real person, joins the 
party. It was not uncommon at, that time for authors to put their works into dialogue 
form.” 

Count Ficalho, in his Life of Orta, admirably explains the spirit and intention of 
the dialogues, in the following passage :— 


‘The two interlocutors are the two characters united in Garcia da Orta, the 
two sides of his spirit placed in front one of the other. Dr. Ruano, the man of the 
schools, the former student of Salamanca, erudite, ready with quotations, with Dioscorides 
and Pliny at his finger ends. Dr. Orta, the traveller and observer, who, in the’ face of 
all the quotations, says tranquilly, ‘ I have seen it.’ It is enough for us to note to which 
of these two entities Orta attaches his own name for, evidence as to which of the two he 
prefers. From this situation, admirably conceived and maintained with much talent, 
nig Tate interesting controversies result, which bring out, in the clearest light, the spirit 
of the work. 


The work is of great value, owing to its giving the first descriptions of plants and 
drugs. In addition it contains a great deal of interesting matter. There is some account 
of the politics of Guzerat and the Deccan at that time, of the greatness of China and of 
its sea-borne trade, of the controversy about the Spice Islands between the Spaniards and 
Portuguese, of an expedition to Ilha de Vacas and Jafnapatam, and of other events of 
he time. There is also an account of Indian names of chessmen. There is the fable of 
Parizataco, and of the camphor tree. The effects of bhang are described, the method of 
using betel and the etiquette connected with it, the various uses of the cocoa-nut, an 
interesting account of Diu and Bassein, some stories about elephants, and akout fights 
between cobras and mungoos. There is an amusing story of a theft from a lady when 
under the influence of stramonium, and the first account of the treatment of a case of 
cholera; with other episodes of the same kind. There is also the second description cf

the cave of Elephanta. I believe the first was written by Dom Joao de Castro, Viceroy 
1545-48. We also get a glimpse of the old bachelor’s establishment and habits, and of his 
intelligent servant girl Antonia. So that the work is by no means confined to a ’ description 
of drugs and their uses. 


‘‘ Garcia da Orta is believed to have died in about 1570 at Goa, at a good old age, 
having been thirty-six years practising as a physician in India. 


‘‘ His work still lives. In the Pharmographia of Hanbury and Fluckiger, one of 
the latest and best works on materia medica, Garcia da Orta is referred to seven times as 
an authority.’’ 


Furthermore, Sir Clements states: ‘‘ Garcia da Orta frequently refers to plants 
- and drugs being hot and dry, cold and moist, in the first, second, or third degrees. 


“Sir George Birdwood has furnished me with the following very interesting 
explanatory note on this point :—‘ Da Orta’s repeated qualification of drugs refers to the 
theory of the constitution of the human body and of its diseases and their treatment held 
in Europe from the earliest Greek and Roman period down to the 17th and 18th centuries, 
and to the present day throughout native Asia. The constituents of all things were fire, 
air, water and earth; fire was hot and dry, air hot and moist, water cold and moist, and 
earth cold and dry ; and of the bodily humours ‘ composed ”’ thereof, blood was regar ded 
as hot and moist, phlegm as cold and moist, red bile as hot and dry, and black bile as 
cold and dry. The excess of these humours as the cause of diseases, had to be treated by 
drugs of thein opposite qualities. In India, at least, this in practice means that a drug 
is either hot or cold, and that it is given to pr omote or repress aphrodisia.’? Chaucer, in 
The Canterbury Tales, writes of the Doctor of Physic :— 


‘He knew the cause of everich maladye, 
Were it of hoot, or cold, or moiste, or drye, 
And where engendred, and of what humours. 

- He was a verrey parfat practisour!’ ”’

A hitherto undescribed fugitive anatomical sheet, probably from the Guldenmundt- 
Vogtherr-classe of anatomical fugitive sheets, not mentioned by Dr. Leroy Crummer, in 
his article on that subject in Annals of Medical History (1923) and also unknown to 
Choulant-Frank. No copy in the Surgeon-General’s Library or Boston Medical Library. 

‘‘ The graphic anatomical incunabula represent an important epoch in the develop- 
ment of printing and of anatomy. The combination of letter-press and seals or emblems 
in the form of broadsides, was soon followed by the single sheet with the woodcut pre- 
dominating. Included in the very rare impressions of the early presses were fugitive 
sheets representing human anatomy, and as such sheets were evanescent and easily 
destroyed, very few have survived.’? (Crummer). ; 

The above sheet, after careful studies on the matter, seems to belong to the Adam 
and Eve sheets, and is—more exactly,—a hitherto undescribed copy of one of the Hve- 
figures of Vogtherr, engraved by Hans Weygel, a wood engraver and art dealer of Nurem-— 
berg, and should be inserted in the Classe ILI, Type IV, Variant B of Dr. Crummer’s 
Check List of recorded fugitive sheets. 

‘©The Vogtherr set (Adam and Eve) which was first printed in 1539 seems to have 
been the most popular of all these sheets, since it went through many editions and this 
list is certainly incomplete. The Adam and Eve cuts show purely pre-Vesalian anatomy 
and remained true to this type until 1590. Printed first with a single super-imposed flap, 
within a few years there were several superimposed flaps, and the attention to detail and 
accuracy in cutting and pasting is surprising. In Remmelin, the culmination was reached 
and some twelve or thirteen flaps may be found on a single figure. So many more of the 
Kve than of the Adam sheets have survived, that it seems extremely probable, that even 
during the period of the popularity of the Adam and Eve sheets, the female figure was 
niore frequently printed. In the female figures the uterus is represented as enlarged with 
a window showing the foetus. This tendency exists through the entire series of the Gulden- 
mundt Vogtherr shezets.’’ (Crummer). 

The sheet is mounted, and except insignificant very small holes in the blank mar- 
gins without affecting anywhere the text, in exceptionally fine and absolutely complete 
state with all the flaps—a very remarkable fact to find a fugitive sheet in such complete,

Palau (Vol. V, p. 211) evidently did not see a copy, as he did not know the name 
of the printer, but quotes the name from Colmeiro’s Botanical Bibliography. Neither 
Nicolas Antonio nor Salva saw a copy ot this first edition. 

Sabin (J.C.B., 49936) cites the 1569 edition, which he describes as ‘‘ the first and 
perhaps the rarest of all the editions of Monardes,’”’ which proves that he, also, did not 
see this true first edition, or was even aware of its existence. ' 

Again Medina, citing it as No. 94 of his Biblioteca Hispano-Americana, states that 
the copy from which he obtained particulars, figured in a bookseller’s catalogue, but does 
not mention any library that possesses a copy. There is no copy of this edition at the 
British Museum. 

_The work is divided into two ‘‘ books ’”’: the first dealing with the botanical, animal 
and mineral products and medicinal vegetation of America in general; the second, with 
two specific herbal cures against poison. This was the first book to deal exclusively with 
the medicinal plants of America. 

Nicolas Monardes, who was born in Seville, circa 1512, graduated in Medicine at

Alcala de Henares, but practised in his native city, as stated in the title of this book: 
‘“ Medico de Sevilla.’’? Little is definitely known of Monardes’ activities, and Espasa’s 
Enevclopedia expresses the opinion that the doctor never left the Peninsula, notwithstand- 
ing his intimate knowledge of the medicinal products of America, which (according to 
Hernandez Morejon) he never visited. Monardes enjoyed, however, a very great reputa- 
tion as a physician both amongst doctors and learned men in other branches of science; 
and he was medical adviser to the Archbishop of Seville and many other notabilities of 
his time, who, following the custom of the day, would only have employed in such capacity 
a man of unimpeachable reputation. The avidity with which his works were read by his 
contemporaries explains the extreme rarity of available copies. Editions were promptly 
out of print even in his own day, and no doubt the subject-matter brought the privately- 
owned copies into contact with the flames of inquisitorial fires. His works were regarded 
as sufficiently authoritative to warrant their translation into other languages; and he 
published a number of other works on botanical and medical subjects. He was one of the 
first to diagnose ‘‘ malignant quincy,’’ or ‘‘ diphtheria,’’ according to Espasa; and the 
name Monarda was given to a species of plant in honour of the illustrious Spanish botanist. 
He died in 1588.

The work is dedicated to the Cardinal Infante: (afterwards King Enrique of Por- 
tugal) in a letter in Portuguese, in which the author states that he had written the work 
thirty years previously but his numerous occupations had prevented him from printing 
it until then. The letter bears the date 1564, when the first edition appeared. He 
explains that his reason for translating and publishing his work in Spanish, was to enable 
a much wider public to have access to the science, which had only been somewhat obscurely 
handled by Lucas del Bargo in the first instauce. 

Pedro Nunez (surnamed Salaciense, after his birthplace) was born at Alcazar de ia 
Sal, Portugal, in 1492, and died at Coimbra in 1577. 


He was chief cosmographer at the Court of Joéo III, and numbered amongst his 
pupils the Infantes Luiz and Henrique (afterwards the Cardinal-king of Portugal) and 
their nephew, King Sebastian. 

When the Portuguese university was transferred from Lisbon to Coimbra, Nufiez 
was appointed to the first chair for Mathemati¢s in 1544, which he held for eighteen years. 
He spent the later years of his life in Lisbon, whither the young King Sebastian had 
bidden him take up his residence. He was one of the foremost mathematical scientists 
of his day and contributed astroncmical and mathematical works to the scientific litex- 
ature of the sixteenth century, which have been an, inspiration to later scholars.

Without any doubt all three are 
printed with exactly the same type and on the same paper. It is therefore thought for 
certain that the three sheets originate from the same printer and from the same year. 
The date on the sheet of the female figure, Wittenberg, 1573, can be applied logically also 
to the other two sheets. The only approximate notices we have found, are contained in 
the following passage from Dr. Crummer’s above mentioned Treatise. ‘‘ The Schénbornio 
mannikin, to which was added the features of Vesalius shows two and perhaps three 
attempts to reproduce the likeness of Vesalius, and a careful study of these different 
issues will show typographical corrections and changes in fonts sufficient to indicate re- 
setting of the letterpress as well as alterations in the woodcut. Dr. de Lint attempts to 
argue from the title of the Schénbornio skeleton beginning ‘ seu compages ossium humani 
corporis ’ that it was one of a series probably of three plates, but in his copy a black 
border blots out the tirst word of the title Skeleton (Greek letters) which seems to explain 
the use of the word or.’’ 

Based upon the great resemblance of our female figure to the one printed by 
Simon Groneberg at Wittenberg in 1589, it would seem that this entire series has been 
printed by this printer. The three sheets which are not mounted, in irreproachable state 
of preservation, with full margins, without any spot and with all the superimposed flaps, 
a very remarkable fact for fugitive sheets of those times. 

The above is a complete series of three absolutely undescribed and, as it seems, 
entirely unknown anatomical fugitive sheets, showing a man, a woman and a skeleton, 
dated Wittenberg 1573. Man and woman belong certainly to the so-called Adam and 
Eve series. ‘The extreme importance and the most apparently unique state of the sheets 
here offered, may be fully realized by considering how scarce even single sheets from these 
times prove to be. This importance is highly augmented by the fact, that three sheets 
belonging to each are being’ offered, and all three in a most splendid and admirable con- 
dition with all their superimposed flaps. It is a very remarkable fact, as the very few, 
nearly undiscoverable sheets being found to-day, are without exception in a bad condition. 
The existence of the above series is absolutely unknown to all respective bibliographers.

Monardes tells us of various herbs and gums brought from the New World, and of what 
the herbalists had been able to learn ot their medicinal virtues.

This work is, to a certain extent, based upon material supplied 
by the distinguished doctor, Garcia de Orta, whom the author met in the course of his 
travels in Asia; and was the original of Clusio’s translation in Latin, and the later 
versions in French and Italian. 

Christoval da Costa (c. 1515-1580), the distinguished surgeon, physician, and 
botanist, was a Portuguese subject. According to some authorities, he was born at Ceuta 
or Tangiers, when both these cities were under Portuguese rule, while Espasa’s Enciclo- 
pedia states that Mozambique was his birthplace. He described himself as an “ African.”’ 
He accompanied the Portuguese Viceroy, Dom Luis de Ataide, to India; and there spent 
many years practising medicine, and at the same time serving in the army. Later, he 
undertook many long and arduous journeys in tropical countries, for the purpose of study- 
ing natural history; suffering shipwreck, captivity and many hardships in Persia, China, 
Africa, etc. On his return to Europe, he settled down in Burgos, Spain, where he wrote 
books in Spanish; one of the principal ones being this Tractado, which is still regarded 
as an important and authoritative work on the subject of medicines and drugs. The 
interesting woodcuts are reproduced from freehand drawings executed by the author, and 
illustrate many Asiatic plants which had, until then, been unknown in Europe.

His famous essays contain a very extensive apology for Raymond of Sabunde, in 
which some have seen the Vernel of Montaigne’s philosophy. 

‘* Raymondo de Sabunde (or Sebonde) was born at Barcelona toward the end of 
the 14th century. He combined the training of a physician and theologian. About 1430 
he practised medicine at Toulouse and, at the same time, he taught at the university of 
that town as a professor of theology and philosophy. The ‘‘ Theologia naturalis’’ is his 
chief work. Originally written in Spanish, it was translated into Latin only after the 
author’s death. It is written after the method of the ‘‘ Ars mayna’’ of Raymond Lullus 
and contains several interesting remarks on the nature of man and‘his soul, and on 
natural history. 

The ‘ Theologia Naturalis’ was, perhaps, the first work which, proceeding on 
the principle that God has given us two books, the book of Nature and the book of 
Seripture, confined itself to the interpretation of the former. Its chief thought is the 
parallelism between these two books. The second is more sacred on account of its super- 
natural character, but a foundation must be laid by the study of the first.”?

“In considering the armour and weapons of Shakespeare’s time we should first 
endeavour to discover what opportunities the poet had for seeing any of them, remember- 
ing always that, except for payeants and the tilt-yard, armour was fast disappearing. 

‘“‘ This stirring passage in the chorus to Act II. of ‘King Henry V,’ seems to 
breathe the spirit of the general feeling of those days. That scene he may have beheld 
as a spectator, or perhaps as an actor in the great national movement. Tf he were one of 
those there encamped, he would have experienced the hardships and discomforts so fully 
spoken of by that great military reformer, Sir John Smythe, who for his pains in advocat- 
ing reforms, was sent to prison. The bad quality and fit of the armour supplied to the 
forces of the Crown was an old story. 

“In 1590, Sir John Smythe, speaking of the musters of 1587 and 1588 of the 
Kssex Regiment, while admitting that he had found some good old armour amongst them, 
complained that many of the ordinary corselets had great imperfections in the shallowness 
of the burgonets (head-pieces), the straightness of the collors (gorgets), and the lack of 
compass in the pauldrons (shoulder defences).

The book is divided into nine parts, the ninth being an amusing dialogue between 
one Antimacho, an ignoramus, who argues against the need for arithmetic, and one 
Sophronio, who upholds scholarship in general and mathematics in particular. Many 
amusing problems are introduced, and these were subsequently published as games of 
calculations or problems set for social entertainments, and are ingenious rather than 
difficult. The other parts deal with geometry, arithmetic, coinage, weights, measures, 
values, and various means of calculating; and he incorporates much interesting informa- 
tion on Pythagorean, Hebrew, Chaldean, Greek and Roman mathematical teaching. 

Juan Perez de Moya (c. 1513-1597) was a native of Santisteban del Puerto (Jaen) ;

In this gallant appreciation of Woman, the author cites numerous instances of the 
heroism and nobility of individual women who have figured in history; and other instances 
of the perfidy of man towards them. 

Apart from the ‘‘ very necessary influence ’’ of gentle and virtuous women in the 
moral sphere, he relates how women have been active as prophets, lawyers, astrologers, 
writers, preavhers, politicians and ‘‘ soldiers ’’; declaring that, amongst the many inven- 
tions attributed to women for the civilization of humanity, were the art of writing, poli- 
tical government, legislation, astrology, clocks, globes, and “‘ all the adornments which 
enrich our life.’’ 

The author was evidently moved to write this series of essays on marriage, the 
abstract qualities of love, virtue, feminine nobility, etc., in reply to a letter which he 
had received from some cynical man, reviling women in general. He condones the sin of 
Eve, and has excuses to offer in the case of even ‘‘ bad’? wormen—of whom he appends a 
short list, including Circe and Salome. His list of ‘‘ good’? women is a very long one. 
and is almost equalled, in length, by the list of ‘‘ bad ’? men who had made women suffer 
since the earliest ages.

Ambroise Paré was a famous military surgeon, born at Bourg-Hersent, Maine. 
As a barber surgeon he became attached to the Army at the age of 19. He was appointed 
Surgeon to Henry IJ; and, later, to Francis II and Charles IX of France. He discarded 
the use of boiling oil as a cautury after amputations and reintroduced the use of the 
ligature, and employed cold diessings. Improved the method of trepanning and devised 
numerous instruments. (Power and Thompson. Chronologia Medica). He introduced 
massage, artificial limbs, artifivial eyes (gold and silver), and made the first exarticulation 
of the elbow-joint. In dentistry, he introduced reimplantation of the teeth, and his little 
treatise on medical jurisprudence was the first work of consequence on the_ subject.

In the second part of the book, Tagliacozzi goes into detailed explanation on the 
dieting of patients abouti to undergo operations, and on symptoms to be avoided. 

Of the 22 plates to be found at the end of the book, 2 represent necessary instru- 
ments for rhinoplastic operations, the others illustrate patients in various stages of treat- 
ment, and special machines used in facial transformation. ;

This interesting and curious little work, treats of the medicinal use of certain 
animals and reptiles, and of the practical uses to which man puts others. There is a 
quaint miscellany of chapters on natural history based on both legend and zoological 
science ; and various ills of mankind are prescribed for, out of the animal kingdom, in 
a manner which would afford more pleasure to the reader than to the patient. Cat’s flesh 
is described as tender and digestible, while the burnt skull of a cat, pulverized and blown 
thrice daily through a funnel made of swansdown, is recommended as an efficacious cure 
for the sufferer from ‘‘ cloudy ’? eyes! 

The writer also strays from the province of medical science, for a moment, to 
deride the Jews for persistently refusing to eat pork, describing the pig as an animal 
ae is known to be dirty, ‘‘ whose flesh is abhorred by the dirty and much hked by 
the clean.’ 

The author was a native of Casambios del Monte, and practised as an apothecary 
in Madrid during the latter part of the sixteenth century. He wrote a medical book 
entitled De simplicitum medicamentorum collectione, which was published in Latin at 
Toledo in 1593. Both that and the present volume is extremely rare.

In the year 1597 Tycho Brahe went to live with Count Rantzau in Wandsbeck, 
taking all his instruments with him. He remained there for two years, and it was in the 
Count’s Castle that he had this book printed on his own press, and it was only used for 
presentation purposes. All copies were also bound in his own bookbindery. 

Hasselberg in the Zeitschrift fur Biicherfreunde Vol. 21, pp. 397 following, has 
published a monograph on this book. This valuable work contains a description of Tycho 
Brahe’s instruments at his Observatory and his methods of observation. 

‘‘ Tycho Brahe made the first table of refractions, and discovered the variation and 
annual equation of the moon, the inequalities of the motion of the nodes, and the inclina- 
tion of the lunar orbit, and rejected the trepidation of the procession, which had hitherto 
injuriously affected all tables.

Of special interest is the Apologie de Ravmond de Sebonde a noted Spanish philo- 
sopher and physician of the 15th century. (A translation of his Liber creaturarum sive 
de homine was the first book published by Montaigne.

In a curious essay Des cannibales Montaigne gives the description of an Utopian 
people.

AN ELIZABETHAN DEVIL-WORSHIPPER’S PRAYER-BOOK. 


This most extraordinary manuscript contains the words and directions for invoking 
and exorcising certain demons, namely, Vercan, Maymon, Suth, Samax, Sarabotres, 
Mediac or Modiac, and Arcan. Crude coloured representations of the demons are given. 
Vercan, who was evidently the most powerful of the demons, is invoked or exorcised in 
thirteen prayers. He is chiefly summoned by the power belonging to the names of things 
sacred. He is pictured in various forms. Mostly he is shown as a kind of human-monster, 
with a grotesque human face, horns on his head, hairy body, and bird’s feet; twice he 
appears with three heads, once riding on a bear. The ‘‘invocator’’ is shown together 
with Vercan in several drawings; always he is surrounded by a magic circle.—The other 
demons of the book are each linked up with a different celestial body; Maymon with 
Saturn, Suth with Jupiter, Samax with Mars, Sarabotres with Venus, Mediac or Modiac 
with Mercury, and Arcan with the Moon. ‘‘ King’’ Maymon is depicted as a black devil, 
with two bird-heads, riding on a kind of dragon. ‘‘ King ’’ Suth is a brown-bodied demon, 


crowned and flourishing a sword, seated astride a stag. ‘‘ King’’ Samax has antlers on 
his head and rides a panther-like animal with a bushy tail. ‘‘ King’’ Sarabotres is a 
green-bodied demon with sceptre, riding a roe. ‘‘ King’’ Mediac or Modiac is a horned- 


demon in a red suit of armour, riding a bear. ‘‘ King’’ Arcan is a black demon with 
saucer-eyes and exposed fangs hunting with bow and arrow on the back of a roe. 

There appears to be no clue to the identity of the compiler of the MS. It may 
well have been one of the books of magic of Dr. John Dee, the famous magician and 
astrologer, who was popularly reputed ‘‘a companion of the helhounds, and a caller, 
and a conjurer of wicked and damned spirits.’’ Dee, in his house on the bank of the 
Thames at Mortlake, Surrey, collected a noble library of the most curious books in all 
sciences, and a large number of valuable manuscripts. 

This book of devil worship was written at a time of great credulity in England, 
when people believed themselves beset hy supernatural powers. The fashiorable magician 
of the period had a most lucrative practice, though his calling was a dangerous one, 
powerful patrons being necessary to keep him from the rough hands of the Church or the 
College of Physicians. It was customary for the ladies of the Court to seek the aid of a 
magician in their intrigues. Simon Forman, a notorious Elizabethan necromancer, 
astrologer, and quack-doctor, somewhere described as 


e.,.~)S.:~SCothat fiend im human shape, 
That by his art did act the devil’s ape,”’ 


had a tremendous practice among the court ladies, few great names were lacking from his 
book of female clients. The aid of Forman’s magic was invoked by the Countess of Essex 
seeking a divorce from her husband Essex and marriage with the Earl of Somerset. 
Ambitious noblemen of the court often kept in their employ an astrologer to give them 


prognostications and to decide auspicious days. Queen Klizabeth herselt found many 
uses for the magician Dr. John Dee, whom she highly esteemed and rewarded chiefly 
with promises of ecclesiastical preferments. On one occasion his services were 


hurriedly demanded in order to prevent the mischief to her Majesty’s person apprehended 
from a waxen image of her, with a pin stuck in its breast that had been found in Lincoln’s 
Inn Fields. With the accession of James to the English throne, credulity was the order 
of the day. It seems probable that James I’s strong taste for the occult was largely 
responsible for the strong supernatural element in Shakespeare’s ‘‘ Macbeth ”’ and ‘‘ The 
Tempest.’’ The witches of ‘‘ Macbeth ’’ must have accorded well with the king’s super- 
stitious beliefs in demonology. 

. It is an interesting thought that Shakespeare was writing his plays at the time 
when this book of conjurations was being used. Shakespeare’s plays well reflect the super- 
stition-laiden atmosphere of Tudor England, and doubtlessly his mind was pregnated with 
tales of devil-worship, witchcraft, and sorcery. He has given us the picture of an exorcist 
in Dr. Pinch (Comedy of Errors). 

This manuscript is of outstanding importance as an original source of information 
about the state of devil-worship in England at the end of the sixteenth century.

‘“‘ Mor a long time Baker’s Arithmetic was the only English rival to Recorde’s 
Ground of Artes, and it was in many respects better than that popular work.”’ 

Baker in his Prologue to the Gentle Reader, complains of the Criticism of 
Foreigners that English Arithmetic is not as advanced as that on the Continent. ‘‘ TI 
have been enforced to sharpen my pen, for that he, as I heare Say, Continueth in dispraise 
of our Nation, saying that we are unskilfull in those rules that he teacheth, and himself 
excellent in the knowledge of Arithmetickc, wherein, if true tryall might be indifferent 
judge, I doubt not but he would bee found to have least skil of a great many,’’ etc. 

The first rival to Recorde’s Ground of Artes, and the only serious one that appeared 
in Great Britain for a hundred years was The Well Spring of Sciences, written by one 
Humphrey Baker—a native of London—in 1562, and published in 1568. The work is a 
commercial arithmetic, is evidently under many obligations to Recorde, and was written 
to meet the criticism of continental scholars on the backward state of the subject in Eng- 
land.—(Smith’s Hist. of Mathematics).

“The Spreading of the Infection in our Citie of London, and in the places next 
about it, doeth give us just cause to be as provident as a carefull Prince can bee, to take 
away all occasion of increasing the same. And if such directions as we gave, and our 
Councell, at our first approaching to the Citie, had bene obeyed, it is like that (with Gods 
favour) the Sicknesse had neither growen to that height, nor spread so farre as now it is. 
But that having bene omitted by the negligence of such whom it most concerned to have 
had it performed. The same care of. our peoples welfare, mooveth us as much as we may, 
to provide for the time to come. And forasmuch as there are at hand two notable Faires, 
unto which there is usually extraordinary resort out of all parts of the Kingdome, one in 
Smithfield neere our City.of London, commonly called Bartholomew Faire, and the other 
neere Cambridge commonly called Sturbridge Faire, which if they should be held at the 
usual times, would in all likelyhood be the occasion both of the increase, and of dispersing 
of the Contagion into all parts of our Realme.’’

Sir Sidney Lee specially refers to this stoppage of Bartholomew Fair, and its 
influence upon Shakespeare and his players :— 
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BARTHOLOMEW FAIR—continued. 


‘Through the last nine months of 15938, from April to December, the London 
theatres were closed, owing to the virulence of the plague. The outbreak excelled in 
severity any of London’s recent experiences, and although there were many recurrences of 
the pestilence before Shakespeare’s career ended, only once in 1603—were the terrors of 
1593 surpassed. Not merely was public recreation forbidden until the peril was passed, 
but contrary to precedent, no Bartholomew Fair was held at Smithfield. Deprived of the 
opportunity of exercising their craft in the capital, the players travelled in the country, 
visiting, among other places, Bristol, Chester, Shrewsbury, Chelmsford, and York. There 
1s small reason to question that Shakespeare accompanied his colleagues on their long 
tour.’ 

In Shakespeare’s England an interesting account is given of Bartholomew Fair :-- 

(‘‘ Bartholomew Fair, immortalized by Ben Jonson, was a distracting mixture of 
quaint ceremonial, serious business, and such frivolity as only a great capital can descend 
to. Before the mayor and aldermen, who rode in scarlet robes.and gold chains to open it, 
the mob wrestled in pairs for prizes, ‘and rabbits were loosed amongst the boys. The Mer- 
chant Taylors, fortified with a good dinner, carried round their silver yard-stick to test 
the measures of the country clothiers, whose transactions served as a pretext for the rest 
of the fair. But to the majority of Londoners, Bartholomew Fair already wore the aspect 
depicted by Ben Jonson—of a noisy gathering of toy shops and ginger-bread stalls, of pig- 
aaa and quack-doctors, of showmen and balladmongers, of horse-dealers and pick- 
pockets.’

By this Proclamation the King postponed his triumphal progress through the City 
of London on account of the Plague, intending to performe the same hereafter in the 
Winter, ‘‘ when we shall perceive our Citie to be free from sicknesse.’ 

Sir Sidney Lee, in his Life of Shakespeare, makes special reference to this post- 
ponement : — 

‘‘ The new King’s state procession through the City of London, from the Tower 
to Whitehall, was originally designed as part of the coronation festivities for the summer 
ot 1603. But a fear of the coming plague confined the celebrations then to the ceremony 
of the crowning in Westminster Abbey on July 25, and the procession was postponed till 
the spring of the following year. When the course of the sickness was at length stayed, 
the royal progress through the capital was fixed for March 15, 1603-4, and the pageantry 
was planned gn an elaborate scale. Triumphal arches of exceptional artistic charm 
spanned the streets, and the beautiful designs were reproduced in finished copper-plate 
engravings. Just before the appointed day Shakespeare and eight other members of his 
acting company each received as a member of the royal household from Sir George Home, 
master of the great wardrobe, four and a half yards of scarlet cloth, wherewith to make 
themselves suits of royal red.”

Sir Sidney Lee, in his Life of Shakespeare, writes :— 


‘‘In the autumn and winter of 1603 an exceptionally virulent outbreak of the 
plague led to the closing of the theatres in London for fully six months. The King’s 
players were compelled to make a prolonged tour in the provinces, and their normal 
income seriously decreased. For two months from the third week in October, the Court 
was temporarily installed at Wilton, the residence of William Herbert, third earl of Pem- 
broke, a nobleman whose literary tastes were worthy of a nephew of Sir Philip Sidney. 
Late in November Shakespeare’s company was summoned thither by the royal officers to 
perform before the new King.’’ Etc.

The author, Joseph Acosta—a celebrated Spanish writer, was born at Medina del 
Campo, ca 1539. He became Provincial of Jesuits in Peru in 1571, and later Rector of the 
University of Salamanca—where he died in 1600. The Historia Natural y Moral de las In- 
chias is his most celebrated work, and gives valuable information regarding the condition of 
South America at the period. On the subject of climate he was the first to propound the 
theory, afterwards advocated by Buffon, which attributed the different degrees of heat in the 
old and new continents, to the agency of the winds. He also contradicted from his own 
experience the statement of Aristotle, that the middle zone of the earth was so scorched 
by the sun as to be destitute of moisture and totally unhabitable. Even after the dis- 
covery of America this Aristotelian dogma was an article of faith, and its denial was one 
ground of the charge of scepticism and atheism brought against Sir Walter Raleigh. 
Acosta, however, boldly declared that what he had seen was so different from what he had 
expected, that he could not but ‘‘laugh at Aristotle’s meteors and his philosophy.’’

Palau mentions it in his Manual (V, 78), but evidently 
did not see a copy. 

The author, who printed the work at his own press, promises a further volume as 
a continuation of the Breve Relacion del Tiempo en que sucedido.algunas cosas notables, a 
compendious history of American and European events from 1520 to 1590, which forms the 
Jast section of this book; but the promised volume was not published. 


The greater part of this work deals with astronomy and astrology, and there are 
many interesting chapters on diseases and physical afflictions attributable to astrological 
influence ; together with other interesting lore relating to the planets. 


The author was a cosmographer of Spanish origin, who was born in Mexico and 
lived there, where he was weil-known in the early seventeenth century. He went over 
to Spain to study, and returned to his native country after receiving the title of Cosmo- 
grapher-Royal. He was commissioned by the Marques de Salimas, Viceroy of Mexico, 
to study the question of the floods which had periodically caused havoc in the neighbour- 
hood of Mexico city, since the Spaniards neglected to keep in proper repair the dyke 
built by the Aztec emperors from Iztapalapan to Tezepezal. Martinez constructed a 
subterranean mine called desagqiie de Huehuetoca, for the purpose of conducting the over- 
flow from the river Guantistan and the great lagoon Zumpango. This work, in which 
more than 15,000 Indians were emploved, was not a: success. and the Marques de 
Guadaleazar, the new Viceroy, scrapped it and employed the Dutch engineer Adrian Boot 
to take the matter in hand. Martinez was imprisoned for a time, but regained his 
liberty at the hands of a later Viceroy, the Marques de Cadreita, who appointed him 
Chief Hngineer and commissioned Martinez to resume his engineering work on the 
original plan; but Martinez died shortly after regaining his freedom before his plan 
could be carried out. He was the author of several books, including a treatise on 
trigonometry, an Atlas of California which he executed on the instructions of the Conde 
de Monterrey ; and a book on the merits and demerits of conquering California.

Before Colonna’s time the knowledge of the identity of the plants described by 
the early writers was in a most unsatisfactory condition, and he set himself to produce 
a work which should remedy this state of things. 


The great feature of the Phytobasanos is the excellence of the descriptions and 
figures. The latter are famous as being the first engravings on copper used to illustrate 
a botanical work. They are extremely beautiful and accurate, and were an advance on 
all previous plant drawings, except the work of Gesner and Camerarius, in giving, in 
many cases, detailed analyses of the flowers and fruit as well as drawings illustrating their 
mode of growth. Colonna expressly mentions that he used wild plants as models wherever 
possible, because cultivation is apt to produce alteration in the form.

In the appendix ‘“‘ de expeditissimo Multiplicationis Promp- 
tuario ’’ he explains another invention for the performance of multiplication and division 
by means of metal plates arranged in a box. This is the earliest known attempt at the 
invention of a calculating machine. In his ‘‘ Local Arithmetic ’’ he describes how multi- 
plication and division, and even extraction of roots, may be performed on a chess board 
by the movement of counters. .

The writer warns the king 
“not to listen to anything said by a dark widow,’’ as her remarks would lead to much 
annoyance ; and to beware of leaving the Palace precincts during October, 1620, as there 
was every indication of the treacherous murder of a great king. He predicts political 
disorders in Paris; and the declaration of independence by a vassal state of ‘a great 
western king.’’ The revolt would be due to tyranny on the part of the ruling nation, 
“‘and the king will no longer rule there, although he will not die; but a man of less 
exalted lineage will be proclaimed king.’? This seems to be an interesting prediction of 
the action taken by Portugal twenty years later, when the powerful King of Spain was 
deprived of this vassal state, and the revolution resulted in the proclamation of the Duke 
of Braganza as King of Portugal.

Sir Edwin Durning-Lawrence, in his remarkable book ‘‘ Bacon is Shake-speare,”’ 
devotes a special chapter to the above book, and gives six plates of reproductions. 


' The engraved title-page is considered by him, and by others, as a fundamental 
piece of evidence in the Shakespeare-Bacon controversy. 


Further important evidence on the Bacon-Shakespeare question is deduced from 
the poreres contents of the work which deals with secret writing, ciphers, and crypto- 
graphy. 

Sir Edwin Durning-Lawrence writes, ‘‘The great (First) Folio of Shakespeare 
was published in 1623, and in the following year, 1624, there was brought out a great 
cryptographic book by the ‘Man of the Moon.’ This book was issued as the key to 
the Shakespeare Folio of 1628, under Bacon’s instructions, and in the year following the 
publication of the Great Folio.’’ 

‘¢ Examine first the left-hand picture,- you see a man, evidently Bacon, giving his 
writing to a Spearman who is dressed in actor’s boots. Note that the Spearman has a 
sprig of bay in the hat which he holds in his hand. This man is a Shake-Spear, nay he 
really is a correct portrait of the Stratford house-holder, which you will readily perceive 
if you turn to Dugdale’s engraving of the Shakespeare bust, Plate 5, Page 14. In the 
middle distance the man still holding a spear, still being a Shake-Spear, walks with a 
staff, he is therefore Wagstaffe. On his back are books—the books of plays. In the 
sky is seen an arrow, no, it is not sufficiently long for an arrow, it is a Shotbolt (Shakes- 
peare, Wagstaffe, Shatbolt, of Camden’s ‘ Remains’). This Shotbolt is near a bird which 
seems about to give to it the scroll it carries in its beak. But is it a real bird? No, it 
has no real claws, its feet are Jove’s lightnings, verily, ‘it is the Eagle of great verse.’ ”’ 


‘¢QOn the right of the title-page you see that the same Shake-spear, whom we 
saw in the left-hand picture is now riding on a courser. That he is the same man is 
shewn by: the sprig of bay in his hat, but he is no longer a Shake-Spear, he is a Shake-spur. 
Note how much the artist has emphasised the drawing of the spur. It is made the one 
prominent thing in the whole picture. Now glance at the top picture on the title-page, 
note that the picture is enclosed in the magic circle of the imagination, surrounded by 
the masks of tragedy, comedy, and farce. The engraving represents a Tempest with 
Beacon lights; no, it represents ‘The Tempest’ of Shakespeare, and tells you that the 
play is filled with Bacon lights (in. the sixteenth century beacon was pronounced Bacon) 
‘ Bacon Great Beacon of the State.’ ”’ 

‘‘ At the bottom of the page in the centre Bacon is sitting at his writing desk 
composing his dramas; at his side the actor from Stratford with a mask and in Bacon’s 
clothes being led by strings as Bacon’s puppet. Both are ‘covered by one cap’ which 
signifies that they have a secret agreement.”’

He 
discovered static electricity and magnetism, and was the author of ‘‘ De Magnete ”’ (first 
edition, 1600), the perusal of which led Galileo to study magnetism. He was President of 
the College of Physicians of London, 1600. Dryden wrote of him: ‘‘ Gilbert shall live till 
loadstones cease to draw.’’

Gilbert, in ‘‘ De Magnete,”’ ‘‘ established the magnetic nature of the earth, which 
he regarded as one great magnet, and conjectured that terrestial magnetism and electricity 
were two allied emanations of a single force—a view which was only demonstrated with 
scientific strictness more than two centuries afterwards by Oersted and Faraday. His 
work contains all the fundamental facts of the science, so fully examined, indeed, that 
even at this day we have very little to add to them.’’ (Dr. Whewell).

Johann Remmelin, a physician of Ulm, born in 1583, decided to reproduce the 
entire anatomy of the human body on three plates, in such a manner that parts lying 
successively one under the other would be shown by means of pictures, fastened one tu 
the other like the pages of a book.

According to Choulant, these three plates and the many smaller pictures super- 
imposed totalled, before they were cut out and pasted together, five copper plates.

In 1637 Kilvert became concerned with Alderman Abell in the promotion of the 
wine monopoly.

William Lilley (1602-1681), a famous astrologer of the Stuart period, was born at 
Diceworth, and was educated at Ashby-de-la-Zouche. At the age of eighteen he set out 
for London, and became an apprentice there; he later married his master’s widow, who 
in turn died and left him all her property. He now began to study astrology, and by 
issuing prophetical almanacs and other works gradually acquired a reputation as a clever 
astrologer. He claimed friendship with Bulstrode Whitlock, Elias Ashmole and other 
well-known men of his time, but after the Restoration he gradually fell into disrepute, on 
account of his sympathy towards the Parliament. He wrote his autobiography, which is 
a remarkable record of credulity and successful imposture.

On his return he practised in Genoa, and in 1593 became Professor of 
Botany and superintendent of the Garden at Padua, wrote a number of books on botany 
and medicine, and died at Padua in 1616 or 1617.

This work was composed in 1396 by the Persian Mansur bin Muhammad, and is 
divided into five parts under the headings Bones, Nerves, Muscles, Veins, Arteries. It is 
based on a much older tradition, probably of Byzantine origin, which is represented in 
Europe by the well-known ‘“‘ Five-picture series,’ of which several sets have been repro- 
duced. 

The text of the MS. is complete, although the first leaf containing the title is 
wanting; leaves 11-21 are a little incorrectly bound. The five anatomical figures, which 
are in perfect condition, are very clearly and dexterously delineated, and display a 
greater degree of anatomical correctness than is usual in these series. They are also 


- notable in being almost without any explanatory writing. The figures illustrating the 


skeletal and nervous systems are shown from the back and have their heads tilted right 
up, so that the chin is the highest point in the drawings. | The arterial, venous, and 
muscular systems are shown from the front. All the figures are in a squatting position.

‘‘ In Aragon the Inquisition was instituted only with the consent of the Cortes, and 
its introduction according to the new organization was determined (April, 1484) only after 
violent debates. Juglar and Arbues were appointed Inquisitors for Aragon. On May 10th, 
1484, the first auto de fé at Saragossa was held under the presidency of Maestre Juglar. 
He was soon after poisoned by the Conversos or Maranos. : 

‘There was violent opposition to the Inquisition throughout Aragon as well as in 
Catalonia, not only the Conversos and persons descended from Conversos or connected 
with them by marriage, but Christians also considered the Inquisition as destructive of 
their liberties. There was so much opposition that the assembled Cortes determined to 
send a deputation to protest to the king, who remained inflexible, even refusing the 
enormous sum which the Maranos offered to induce him to revoke the decree confiscating 
their property. The Maranos in despair then assassinated the inquisitor Arbues after 
consultation with men of high rank, like Gabriel Sanchez, the king’s treasurer, the man 
Ma aie Columbus addressed his famous letter, describing the Discovery of the New 

orld. 

‘‘‘When the murder became known the populace proceeded to the ghetto in order 
to kill the Jews and Maranos, and a fearful massacre would have followed had not the 
young Archbishop Alfonso de Aragon appeared in time to pacify the people. This 
conspiracy incited the Inquisition to horrible activity. Between December 15, 1485, and 
the beginning of the sixteenth century one or two autos de fé were held nearly every 
month at Saragossa. 

‘““ Especial severity was exercised towards the instigators of and participants in 
the conspiracy. Juan de Esperandeu first had his hands chopped off, and was then 
dragged with Vidal de Urango to the market-place, and beheaded. Both were quartered 
and finally burned June 30, 1486. 

‘“On December 15 a similar fate befell the scholarly Francisco de S. Fé (a 
descendant of Jerome de S. Fé), who was held in high esteem by the Governor of 
Aragon. Later the Jesuit Martinez de Rueden was burned, Gaspar de S. Cruce and Juan 
Pedro Sanchez were burned in effigy.”’—(Jewish Encyclopedia). 

‘““This assassination of Arbues gave the Inquisition ample opportunity to make a 
profound impression. By the punishment of fifty or sixty individuals, Arbues was 
sufficiently avenged, and the Sanbenitos of the victims were hung as customary in the 
Cathedral of Saragossa, where they are still to be seen. . 

“‘uis de Santangel was one of the culprits beheaded and burnt for the crime.

Jacques Tolle was born about 1630 in Utrecht or in its neighbourhood and died in 
misery in 1696. He was believed to have found the secret of making’ gold, and was at one 
time a clerk to John Blaeuw a book-seller and publisher at Amsterdam, and a secretary 
to Heinsius, but the latter found that he kept a copy of all his notes and so dismissed him. 
He was made rector of the public school at Gouda but lost his place through intrigues. He 
gave lessons and practised as a physician at N oordwyck. In 1687 the elector of Branden- 
berg sent him on a mission to visit. the German and Italian mines, but on his return he fell 
into disfavour and returned to Holland. He was forced to close his school, and had 
nothing to support him except the exercise of alchemy.

About the year 1662, he accom- 
panied the French Ambassador Tavernier on his special mission to the Great Mogul; and 
visited China two years later; passing the Moluccas, and the Strait of Lemaire from the

Pacific to the Atlantic on his way back. He then made a long voyage to China and Siam 
in a mercantile fleet, and took possession of one vessel as his share of the profits. In 
command of this vessel, he undertook another commercial tour in Europe and the coast 
of Guinea; proceeded to Lima in 1697, by way of Costa Rica and Panama, and made a 
special study of metallurgy for the purpose of increasing the output of precious metal in 
the mining districts of Peru. He studied with the most learned men of his day, and was 
much respected for his own learning. He compiled an original atlas with the principal 
ports in the American continent, which he mentions in one of the preliminary leaves in 
this item, but it was apparently never published. ' 
He spent the latter part of his life in Paris, and died after 1704.

sixteenth century, and for this reason they are very important from a historical stand-.

His grandfather was the physician Eleazar Kohn, who emigrated from 
Palestine to Poland, and settled in Kamenetz-Podolsk, where he practised medicine until 
his death. His father was the Polish physician Moses Kohn of Narol, in the district of 
Beitsk, who moved to Metz in 1648 to escape persecution during the Cossack revolution. 
Tobias and his elder brother returned to Poland after the death of their father in 1673. 
He received his education at Cracow and the universities of Frankford-on-the-Oder (at the 
expense of the great elector of Brandenburg) and Padua, graduating from the latter as 
doctor of medicine. He practised for some time in Poland, and removed later to Adria- 
nople, where he became physician to five successive sultans—Mohammed IV, Sulaiman As 
Ahmad II, Mustapha II, and Ahmad III, moving with the court to Constantinople. In 
1724 he went to Jerusalem, where he lived until his death, 


‘“Cohn was familiar with nine languages—Hebrew, German, Italian, French, 
Spanish, Turkish, Latin, Greek, and Arabic.” (Jewish Encyclopedia.) 


‘“Tobias Cohn ascribes medical properties to tobacco (Folio 73b). ‘ Dabako,’ ac- 
cording to him, is a plant that grows chiefly on the Island ‘ Dabako’ in India. There it is 
called ‘ Fitzilat’; in Brazil it is called ‘ Pitar.’ Some call it nicotiana after the Ambas- 
sador Nicot who sent it as a present to the Queen. Here it is called in Turkish ‘ Tutun,’ 
it cleanses the body and is used medicinally to cleanse the breast, head and stomach. It 
is used externally against podagra and exanthema.”’ 


Cohn’s medical knowledge and experiences seem to have been of considerable im- » 
portance. He gave, from his own observations, the first description of the ‘*-vlica 
polonica,’’? as well as many local symptoms and newly discovered medicinal herbs.

Richard Mead, M.D. (1673-1754), royal physician, was one of the most famous 
doctors of his age. He was a famous book collector and a friend of Dr. Johnson. 

The pi toate a of National Biography remarks concerning this book: ‘‘ In 1719, in 
consequence of the serious epidemic of plague at Marseilles, great alarm was felt in London 
lest an outbreak should occur. The King was in Hanover, and the Lords Justices, through 
Craggs, then Secretary of State, desired Mead ta draw up a statement concerning the pre- 
vention of the plague. He accordingly published in 1720 ‘A short discourse concerning 
Pestilential Contagion.’ Seven editions appeared within a year, an eighth, with large 
additions (this edition, and the best) in 1722, and a ninth in 1744. The book is lucid and 
interesting ; everyone could understand it, and it was effective in allaying the public alarm. 
The practical conclusion at which the author arrives is in accordance with the views held 
by all sanitary authorities at the present day, and is, that the isolation in proper places 

of the sick, is more effectual in checking the progress of an epidemic than a general quaran- 
tine, or than measures of fumigation.’’

good family of Normandy, and died at Amsterdam in July, 1773. He and his younger 
brother Jacob were pupils and assistants of Le Blon during his sojourn in London. But 
it seems that Ladmiral published the invention as entirely new and as his own, without 
ever mentioning Le Blon. Ladmiral offered his services in the making of colored anatomical 
diagrams to the famous anatomist Albinus in Leyden, who put his invention to a test, 
and even permitted him to use two posthumous drawings by Ruysch. In this way, six 
representations of this kind were produced, which were later published under the joint 
title: Anatomische voorwerpen door Jan Ladmiral. 


I. The print, which is preceded by Albinus’ preface and treatise, represents a 
section of the muscularis mucosae of the intestine, the arteries being injected in red and 
the veins in blue; the whole is skiifully and naturally depicted, to the smallest details.

This plate ranks among the most beautiful of the entire series, both as regards. the natural 
appearance of the whole and the very fine injections of the vessels. 


IV. The title is the same as that of the preceding print, with the exception of the 
beginning. The year, the place, and the publisher are also identical. The explanations 
are given in Latin, French, and Dutch, and have a separate title. This figure, too, 1s 
as faithful and as beautiful as the former.

He was born at 
Leyden in 1592, and died in Java in 1631. He journeyed through Persia and the East Indies 
especially in Malaya and through the Sonda Isles, finally settling in Batavia, as Sanitary 
Inspector of tha Dutch Indies. In his travels he gathered much information of the natural 
history of those regions, which greatly helped as a basis for the publication of his works.

Sir John Pringle (1707-82) was the founder of modern military medicine and the 
originator of the idea of the Red Cross. He was a Scotch pupil of Boerhaave and 
Albinus, and a friend of Van Swieten; a surgeon on the continent in the mid-century 
wars, and surgeon-geueral of the English army (1742-1758) In his " Observations on the 
Diseases of the Army ’’ (London, 1752) he lays down the true principles of military san:- 
tation, especially in regard to the ventilation of hospital wards. (Garrison’s “ History 
of Medicine ’’). 

Captain Cook kept excellent discipline on his vessels, his men were continually 
exercised and their quarters kept scrupulously clean, with a result that he did not lose 
his men from scurvey as was the case on most other vessels. This discourse treats of 
the means recently employed, and especially in Capt. Cook’s Second Expedition, to 
preserve the health of sailors, and is based on Sir John Pringle’s address to the Royal 
Society, 30 Nov., 1776. Details are also given respecting many other voyages.

It was Dr. Francisco Hermandez, protomedico to Philip IJ, whom the Spanish 
King sent to New Spain for the purpose of writing the natural history of that country, 
who first described the fruits and the tree under the Mexican name of Xocoxochitl, or 
Pimienta de Tavasco.

The Humane Society of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts was founded in 1785. 
Its foundation was first suggested by Dr. Moyes, an Englishman, who came to Boston in 
May, 1784. He suggested the outlines of a plan for a society, on the lines of the British 
Royal Humane Society, and the first meeting of subscribers was held on J anuary 5th, 
1786._ Dr. Benjamin Rush, of Philadelphia, was an early honorary wnember, and the first 
President was James Bowdoin, Governor of Massachusetts, in 1786. 

The first of the many publications issued by the Society is an important and rare 
document entitled ‘‘ The Institution of the Humane Society of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.”’ This first edition bears no date; the second edition, published in 1788, 
is the one we offer above, which contains the Rules of the Society and a list of its officers 
and members. John Collins Warren and Oliver Wendell Holmes were among its early 
officers. Full details of the history of the Society were written by M. A. de Wolfe Howe,

_ René Jacques Croissant Garengeot was an eminent surgeon, born in 1688, at Vitré 
in Brittany.

Having practised in severai 
hospitals he went to Paris, where he attended the lectures of the great anatomists cf his 
time. By degrees he made a name for himself, especially abroad, and he was made a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of London in 1728. Shortly after he was appointed demon- 
strator to the ‘‘ Ecoles de Chirurgie,’’ and a member of the Royal Academy of Surgery.

This book contains a fuller and more complete history of the nations of_the 
Orinoco river than his earlier work, entitled Hl Orinoco Ilustrado y Defendido. It is 
described by Sabin as ‘‘ one of the most curious and interesting hitherto unpublished 
upon the country of the Orinoco.”’ 

The first volume is principally geographical and descriptive, while the second deals 
fully with the ethnology and natural history of the districts on the banks of the great 
river. In addition to the portrait and map, there are interesting plates illustrating the 
Mapuy Indian dance; a death scene; native doctors treeting a patient; war drums and 
various local instruments.

Robert Willan (1757-1812), a Yorkshire Quaker, who had studied the pathologic 
work of Mathew Baillie to advantage, did much to clear up the nature of eczema and 
lupus, and divided cutaneous diseases, according to their objective appearances, into eight 
classes: the papular, squamous, exanthematous, bullous, vesicular, pustulas, tubercular, 
and macular. By collating all the Greek, Latin, and Arabic terms, he established a 
definite classic nomenclature. His classification, which was awarded the Fothergill gold 
medal in 1790, was the starting-point of modern dermatology, and js still more or less 
in use. 

Willan’s great work On Cutaneous Diseases (1796-1808), published in parts, was 
left unfinished at his death, and was completed by Bateman. It contains original descrip- 
tions of prurigo, pityriasis, and ichtyosis, while psoriasis (the Biblical ‘‘ leprosy ”’ of 
Gehazi and Naaman), sycosis, tinea versicolor, lupus, and impetigo are more clearly 
defined and differentiated.

Alexander Wilson, American ornithologist, was born at Paisley, Scotland, in 1766. 
When only six years old he lost his mother, and his father re-married, and at the age of 
thirteen he was apprenticed as a weaver. He later became a colporteur and finally 
emigrated to America in 1794, arriving in Philadelphia with only a few shillings in his 
pocket. There, after various employments, he became headmaster of the School of Grey's 
Ferry, near Philadelphia, where he made the acquaintance of Mr. Bartram, a naturalist, 
who snowed him his collections, gave him books, and helped him with advice. Wilson had 
a natural gift for the study of Natural History, and in 1804 he made an expedition to 
the Niagara Falls, and on the return journey underwent great hardships in the snow. 
This experience ispired him to write a poem which was published by one of his friends 
in 1825. 


Whilst he was at work, Wilson was also studying bird-life, and in 1806 a library 
of Philadelphia sought his help in bringing out a new edition of Rees’ Encyclopedia. 
This ‘led to the publication of the first volume of the great work that he had been pre- 
paring for years, the American Ornithology. After travelling in South West America, 
six other volumes were published, and the eighth and ninth were nearly completed when 
the author succumbed to an attack of dysentry, contracted during his arduous journeying 
—and he died at the age of 48 in 1813. /

On his 
return he was given a lieutenancy and created a Chevalier de St. Louis. From that time 
onwards he made many voyages of discovery, publishing the result of them in a series 
of works on the natural history and geography of the countries he visited.

John Claude Loudon was an eminent Scotch botanist and agriculturist, born in 
Lanarkshire, in 1783. He was the son of a farmer, and from an early age he studied 
horticulture, and specialised in designing gardens. He went to England and worked for 
some years with a firm near Oxford, but he gave that up and undertook a series of publica- 
ticns dealing with the different branches of horticulture, which gained him international 
recognition. In 1813-1815 he travelled through Sweden, Russia, Poland and Austria, and 
on his return he published a new book on the uses of hothouses; and in 1822 the Gardeners’ 
ate akin a work which was an immediate success and which made his reputation 
as an author.

Larrey had been made Surgeon-in-Chief in March, 1812, and, commencing at 
Mayence, these letters describe the advance of the army towards Moscow, and the terrible 
hardships undergone by the soldiers. 

At Smolensk and Borodino the wounded numbered thousands on both sides, and 
ewing to the lack ot competent surgeons, it was in the midst of these scenes of carnage 
that Larrey, impassible in appearance, performed the most difficult operations and devoted 
the day of the battle, the next day, and the following night, to dressing the wounds of 
his untortunate compatriots. ; 

The French entered Moscow on September 14th, and he immediately searched the 
city for the most favourable places of refuge for the wounded but the troops were scarcely 
installed in the city before fires broke out in all quarters, the Russians themselves setting 
fire to their ancient capital. 

Napoleon, horrified at the turn of events, found it necessary, on October 15th, to 
abandon the city. This was the commencement of fresh horrors, and Larrey, whose 
wonderful constitution resisted the unusual strain; was indefatigable in his attention to 
the wounded, friends atid enemies alike,

Larrey’s great activity and merit made him very useful to Napoleon. Sent first 
to the camp at Boulogne, he soon followed to Germany those intrepid soldiers forming the 
Grand Army. History has preserved for us the details of this campaign, during which 
Napoleon’s army seized Ulm, Munich, Augsbourg, Vienna, and fought what was perhaps 
one of the most decisive battles of Napoleon’s reign ati Austerlitz. 


. In his letters Larrey describes the movements of the army, the sufferings of the 
wounded aiter Ulm, owing to supplies being cut off by a flooded river, sends news of 
Austerlitz, and later the Treaty of Presburg, the outcome of the great victory by the French.

_been censured for rashness or defect of judgment, but I confess that I did not expect ta 
have been treated as if I had been guilty of a crime. My situation was a peculiar one; I 
had no alternative but to be wholly silent or to state without reserve all that I had thought
